Further Occupation 
Of German Territory 
Opposed by Washington 


Washington, March 27.—The 
American government, it was 
learned today, has informed the 
allied powers that it will not op- 
pose sending of additional Ger- 
man troops into the Ruhr valley 
necessary to restore order 
there, provided they remain only 
until normal conditions have 
been restored, and that there 
will be no further ‘occupation 
of the German*“territory by the 
allied forces. 


Paris, March 27.—Three thou- 
Sand five hundred three-itnch field 
guns have been found by the inter- 
allied commission tn the vicinity 
of Berlin alone, and altogether 12,- 
000 of these guns have thus far been 
discovered throughout Germany as 
well as six thousand airplanes in- 
tact,

These discoveries and other in- 
formation in possession of the 
French authorities have caused 
considerable skepticism here as to 
the reason given for the request of 
the Berlin govrnment that it be 
permitted to send troops into the 
neutral and occupied zones. 

The fact that the request came 
before the Germans had executed 
any material clause of the treaty, 
although the time limit has expired 
q some three score of its prvvi- 
sions, is declared in French official 
circles as laying the Germans open 
to suspicion of making another mova 
in efforts ot avoid the carrying out 
of the engagements they entered 
into at Versailles. Particular sig- 
nificance is attached by the French 
to the discovery of the guns in 
view of the fact that the Germans. 
in a communicaion to the allied 
commission to which their excess 
of war material snould havs been 
delivered by March 10, said that it 
made no difference whether this 
material be delivered or destroved, 
and that they preferred to destroy 
it. 

No Evidence of Destruction. 

Thus far, however, it was stated 
by a high official here today, no 
evidence had been obtained by the 
commission of any destruction of 
material by the Germans. Lists 
have been furnished, it was asid, 
but it has been impossible to verify 
them up to this time, as Premier 
Millerand declared yesterday in the 
chamber of deputies. 

The delivery of submarines has 
oniy been partly executed while 
nothing has been done regarding 
the delivery of arms and munitions 
or demobolization of the naval 
fase-:s. Some of these questions, 
‘uch as the emission of bonds, un- 
der cc~ “ration by the repara- 
tions commission, require a great 
deal of negotiation but it held by 
the French that with regard to 
other maters the Germans have 
raised all sorts of differences with 
the object of gaining time in the 
hope of evading fulfillment of them.

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INDECENT DRESS | 
LAID TO WOMEN 
BY ARCHBISHOP 


Mobile, Ala., March 27.—Rev. J. 
W. Shaw, archbishop of New Or- 
leans, a native of Mobile, in a pas- 
torial letter scores what he terms 
the “shocking disregard in female 
attire for the lementary principles 
of ordinary decency.”

‘The shocking disregard in mod- 
ern female attire for the elementary 
principles of ordinary decency is 
simply disgusting. The disgusting 
realism of the modern fashions is 
fast extinenishing in the hearts of 
all nobleminded men that spirit of 
reverence and chivalry which re- 
garded the women of other days as 
something almost mystic and divine. 

“Oh, the pity and shame of it 
that so many of our Catholic wom- 
en of all classes and of nearly every 
age, married as well as_ single, 
mothers as well as daughters, are 
the servile imitators of the im- 
modest fashions of the day. To such 
an extent have some of them lost 
the natural modesty of their sex 
that they hesitate not to come be- 
fore the Holy of Holies and ap- 
proach the sacred table in such 
scant, attire as must make the 
angels Veil their faces with their 
wings. 

“We have seriously debated with 
ourselves whether or not we are 
bound in conscience to exclude such 
women from the house of Goda, 
whose vicar on earth would not tol- 
erate their presence for a single 
moment.”

Senator Borah Requests 
Governor Lowden to 
Make Statement of Ex- 
penditures—Wood Man- 
ager Makes Denial. 


Washington, March 27.—Following 
up his charges of excessive expen- 
ditures in the interests of repub- 
lican presidential aspirants, Sena- 
tor Borah, republican, Idaho, today 
wired to Governor Frank O. Low- 
den, of Illinots, asking that he send 
a representative to Washington to 
make a detailed ‘statement of money 
used in thé Lowden campaign. 

The telegram was in response to 
one from Governor Lowden offering 
to furnish such a statement. Sena- 
tor Borah also wired Edwar4 L. Do- 
heny, the California oil magnate, 
asking for further information in 
connection with the latter’s denia) 
that he had contributed to the ex- 
penses of Major General Leonard 
Wood, 

A telegram from Edward IL. Do- 
heny, of California, denying reports 
that he had contributed to the cam- 
paign fund of Major General Leon- 
ard Wood was put into the senate 
record today by Senator Phelan, 
democrat, California. It character- 
ized statements on that subject pub- 
lished in The New York World 
and quoted in the senate yesterday 
by Senator/Borah, republican, Ida- 
ho, as “enfounded, unwarranted 
and withoy; basis.” 

Lowden to Borah, 

Springfield, Ill... March 27.—Gov- 
ernor Frank O. Lowden tonight sent 
a telegram to Senator Borah offer- 
ing to place a statement of his cam- 
paign expenditures in the senator's 
hands if all other candidates would 
do likewise. Should other candi- 
dates be unwilling, Governor Low- 
den suggested a prompt congres- 
sional investigation. ° 

The governor’s telegram follows: 

“Your telegram received. I stand 
by the proposition made in my tele- 
gram of yesterday. My manager 
can be in Washington April 5, the 
date suggested by you, if the .n- 
agers of all other candidates w j 
Lhere at the same time, and be pre- 
pared to give full details of all con- 
tributions and expenditures. If the 
other candidates are unwilling to 
join, I suggest prompt congres- 
sional investigation.” 

The governor's telegram is in re- 
sponse to ome he received today 
from Senator Borah, in which the 
senator said he would be glad to 
meet Governor Lowden’s campaign 
manager in Washington April 5 or 6, 
and that he would read into The 
Congressional Record any statement 
on campaign expenses which the 
Lowden manager cared to make.

Increase 7,978, or 7.2 Per 
Cent, Since. 1910—Cen- 
sus Figures Are Givén 
for Other Places. 


Washington, March 27.—Census 
figurés for 1920 announced tonight 
include: 

Nashville, Tenn., 118,342, 

7,978, or 7.2 per cent. 

Nashville ranked as second city 
in Tennessee, sixth city of the south 
and forty-fifth city of the country 
in point of population in 1910, with 
110,364 people, having shown an in- 
crease of 29,499 or 36.5 per cent over 
1900. Nashville’s largest growth in 
previous decades was between 1880 
and 1890, when it increased 32,818, 
or 75.7 per cent. In those ten years 
its increase in numbers and in per- 
centage was the largest in any cen- 
sus previous to that of 1920. From 
1830 to 1890 Nashville’s growth was 
rapid and comparatively regular, 
but the 1900 census showed a small 
increase. The 1910 census, however, 
showed a substantial growth, the 
numerical increase being larger 
than that recorded for any other 
decade except 1880-90. 

Nashville is the tenth city of 
100,000 or more population in 1910 
whose 1920 census has thus far been 
announced. Population of no other 
southern city of that class has been 
issued. Dayton, Ohio, and Albany, 
N. Y., are the only cities with a 1910 
population near that of Nashville's 
which have been issued. Dayton’s 
population is 153,830 with a 31.1 per 
eent increase and Albany 113,334 
with a 13.1 per cent growth.

Councilman J. H. Olsen. of the 
eleventh ward, said: “Everybody 
benefits by free access to the pools, 
but the poorer class especially, and 
I am going to fight in council to 
prevent any charge. This is my 
position in a few words.” 

Anotner member of the eleventh 
ward dekgation opposed to the ac- 
tion of tne finance committee is 
Alaerman J. L. Carpenter, 
clared that council ought not to 
ask tne people of Atlanta to pay 
tor what ought to he free use of 
the municipal lakes, and stated that 
he would take his stand against it 
when the matter comes up for dis- 
position.

The facts embodied in the re- 
ports are the results of investiga- 
tion of various eleemosynary insti- 
tutions by a special corps working 
under the supervision of the wel- 
fare board. 

The report calls attention to the 
“wave of horror ‘which spread over 
all Georgia last year, when the 
cruelties inflicted on the little chil- 
dren in the Campbell orghanage in 
Cobb county were exposed.” 

Urges Prosecution. 

The report says that: it is_in- 
cumbent upon the board to bring 
prosecution in cases of fraud and 
criminal neglect of inmates of the 
homes, but that the detection of the 
fraud is only the negative side 
of the work, since it is the duty 
of the board to function construc- 
tively and to encourage all legiti- 
mate agencies by advising them 
and carrying to them the good 
points of the others. 

The investigators of the board 
have been in the field for a month, 
and have already sent in scores of 
instances of startling neglect and 
fraud in the institutions visited. 

“We sit here and think we are 
living in a civilized state,” says the 
report, “and while we sit here, tiny 
babies three and four years old are 
being sold and passed to any cruel 
disease or careless hand thae is 
held out to take them.” 

One four-day-old babe, it is said, 
had been placed in a dirty hovel of 
diseased, tubercular inmates and 
was luckily found by a nurse’ and 
taken to a hospital. Other babies, 


it is charged, if they live, will grow 
up blind for life on account of in- 


fection due to criminal neglect in 
the institutions housing them. 
In Veritable Fire-Traps. 
Another section of the report says: 
‘Wefound men and women together 
locked in jails with stairs of wood 
and no fire extinguishers—veritable 
fire-traps—with vermin swarming 
/On the walls and the odor of filth 
so strong as to be almost unbeara- 
most of the inmates of these 
being not yet convicted of 
but only awaiting trial.”

Exclaiming “Merciful God,” when 
the verdict was announced, Mrs. 
Watts became hysterical. Watts’ 
baby daughter patted her mother’s 
cheeks as she sobbed. 

Watts made no statement to the 
court, but chewed a toothpick ner- 
He batted his eyes but 
never flinched when the verdict was 
given. After kissing’ his children 
wife and sisters, he returned to 
jail. 

Reuben Winbush, negro ac- 
complice of Watts, withdrew his 
plea of not guilty and was found 
guilty by the jury, a recommenda- 
tion for life imprisonment ac- 
companying the verdict. 

Winbusk, who was one of the 
state’s principal witnesses against 
Watts, testified as to the manner 
in which he and Watts kiled Dr. 
Alverson. 

The district attorney urged that 
the verdict of the jury in the case 
of Winbush not carry with it the 
death penalty. 

Motion for a new trial was en- 
tered by attorneys for Watts. 

Insanity was the plea of the de- 
fense, and numerous witnesses were 
introduced in an effort to prove 
that the defendant was not at all 
times responsible for his actions. 

The murder, arrest and trial at- 
tracted wide interest. owing to the 
prominence of the murdered man 
and the manner in whieh he was 
killed. 

Dr. Alverson, accused by Watts 
of performing an illegal operation 
upon Mrs. Watts, was, aceording to 
the testimony of Winbush, lured to 
Watts’ automobile at night, taken 
to the Vicksburg National cemetery, 
shot in the back and then buried 
in a shallow grave.in a lonely sec- 
tion of the park.

KILLING CAMPAIGN

London, March 27.—'The gravest 
crisis in the whole Irish history, is 
the description applied to the pres- 
ent situation by the Dublin cOrre- « 
spondent of The London Times in 
reiterating that Ireland is fast drift- 
ing into anarchy. 

“The Irish public views current 
events with profound dismay and 
sickness of heart,” he says, and is 
amazed and frightened at the goOvV- 
ernment’s failure to recognize the 
facts of the situation. 

Publie officials, it is sald, lived 
under the shadow of murder: some 
are unable to leave their homes day 
or night. Murder gocieties are com- 
pletely organized and are aware of 
the movements of all officials, who 
On their part are equally cognizant 
of their dangers. Knowing that the 
sympathies of the telegraphers tis 
the state service are largely with 
the conspirators, they dare not’ use 
the wires to transmit official infor- 
mation. 

Dominated by Trouble. 

The news columns of the London 
morning papers are dominated by 
the Irish trouble; they give the 
greatest prominence to accounts of 
the murder of Magistrate Bell, while 
some treat the case of William 
O’Brien, a Dublin alderman, who is 
on hunger strike, cs equally serious. 

The Daily News denounces the 
treatment of O'Brien as “criminal 
lunacy” and referring to Andrew 
Bonar Law's statement in the house 
of commons, imputes io him the 
Same spirit as actuated Magistrate’s 
Bell’s murderers, ’ 

The Times also condemns the gov- 
ernment’s attitude towards O’Brien, 
as calculated to inflame that body 
of Irish opinion whereon, it says, 
the salvation of Ireland must ulti- 
mately depend.

WORKMEN’S ARMY 
LACKS DISCIPLINE. 


Amsterdam, March 2a. ——. The 
workmen’s army which continues 
to besiege Wesel .is undisciplined 
and leaderless, and men are bleed- 
ing to death in the trenches for 
lack of doctors and nurses, accord- 
ing to the picture which the cor- 
respondent of The Handelsblad 
paints of conditions on the German 
rebel front which he visited. The 
whole thing is suggestive of a 
comic opera war, he adds. 

The correspondent, who is M. 
Nypels, the writer who recently 
visited Russia for his newspaper, 
induced the general staff of the 
wor&men’s army to permit him to 
spend two days with the left wing 
of the army. The roads in back 
of the lines are packed with thou- 
sands of refugees, the correspond- 
ent telegraphs, and _ scores of 
“nurses,” dressed in‘the uniform of 
the Red Cross, crowd motor lorries 
or ride horses which are badly 
needed at the front. The gunners 
have to pull their own ordnance. 

“At the front before Wesel,” says 
the correspondent, “the reds fired 
their big guns without preliminary 
observation and patrols went out 
without instructions. The troops 
were sent into the firing line with- 
out leaders, while other soldiers 
returned without orders, and still 
others died for lack of medaical at- 
tention.” 

There is the utmost confusion at 
the front, and a total lack of dis- 
cipline. One angry but sincere 
Spartacist commander told thecor- 
respondent that “it was no longer 
a red front, but a Red Cross front, 
there being four women to every 
man.’ 

It would seem that every woman 
of the proletariat in the Ruhr dis- 
trict was behind the lines, con- 
tinues the correspondent; but, not- 
withstanding this state of affairs, 
the rebels have made some prog- 
ress simply because when one sol- 
dier tires of fighting he goes home 
and two others replace him. 

The headquarters of this unique 
army is in the town hall of Duis- 
burg, says the correspondent, where 
one sees more confusion. It is 
necessary to apply to the soviet 
executive council for the most 
trivial things. If there were any 
dead or dying as a result of the 
war, the correspondent says he was 
unable to find them behind the 
lines.

In an election held March 15, two 
days after the Kapp revolt in Ber- 
lin, an executive committee com- 
posed of ten communists, nine ma- 
jarity socialists and one independ- 
ent socialist, was chosen. Imme- 
diately after the election, a general 
strike was called and workers tcok 
charge of the munition storehouse 
and the barracks and disarmed a 
small foree vf government troops 
there. Student volunteers resis¢- 
ed, but were disarmed without 
bloodshed. The strike was called 
off later, said Brandler today, be- 
cause it did not serve any useful 
— after workers were in con- 
trot. 

“We expect to retain control,” he 
asserted, “until our demancs are 
granted. It is all nonserse to im- 
agine we intend to establish a 
soviet form of government.” 

The mayor of the town confirmed 
Brandler’s declaration that work- 
ers were co-operating with the mu- 
nicipal authorities without inter- 
fering with the latter.

About 300 Canadian war veterans 
who founded and populated a com- 
munity farming settlement at Mer- 
ville have cleared enough Iand to lay 
out ten farms of 40 acres each, and 
soon will draw lots for the farms 
so that the owners can start the 
spring planting.

Russian Soviet Forces At- 
tack on 250-Mile Front.

/' Warsaw, Mareh 27.—Russian 
soviet forces, swinging south of 
the Pripet marsh country between 
Mozier and Pinsk and attacking 
Polish lines at various points over 
= runt of approximately 250 miles, 
haye captured several towns along 
the Slutch river, it is admitted in 
ifficial statements issued at Polisn 
army headquarters here. The ene- 
my, however. has been unable to 
cross the Sjutch river, which paral- 
lels the front for a long distance 
- despite persistent efforte. 

. Bolshevik attacks on Wednesday 
were chifly directed toward the vil- 
lage of Clavsk, about half way 
between Revno and Mozir, and 
further south between Derania and 
Litichey. Infantry and cavalry 
were launched at the Polish lines 
under heayy artillery fire while 
soviet airplanes bombarded stratr- 
egic points along the front, Liti- 
chev being repeatedly attacked by 
many aviators. 

In the attack against Clevslethe 
bolsheviki advanced in four heavy 
columns of infantry, preceded by 
cavalry. Following hard fighting 
the attack was repulsed by the Poles 
who then counter-attacked and in- 
flicted what are described as“heavy 
losses” on the enemy. Derasntfa, 
which is a railroad town northeast 
of Kamenetz-Podolsk, was under 


heavy artillery fire all day yester- | 


day, the bolshevik guns being di- 
rected by means of a captive bal- 
loon, 

In the neighborlood’ of Zaslavl 
the Poles virtually annihiliated a 
soviet brigade, among the killed he- 
ing a bolshevik colonels. On his 
person were found orders directirg 
that Zaslavl be taken regardless 
of the cost. The town is still in 
Polish hands, but savage fighting 
is centering about it. setween 
Baranovka and Miropol (Lubar) 
further north, the bolsheviki are 
reported to be concentrating their 
_forces and bringing up heavy artil- 
lery. 

WARSAW REPORTED 
DESERTED BY POLES.

“It is inconceivable,” he _ said, 
“that the bolshevik armies in four 
days have advanced 200 miles, the 
distance from the nearest point of 
the fighting front to Vilna. War- 
saw is 350 miles beyond Vilna.” 
ODESSA OCCUPIED 
BY UKRAINIANS. 


Paris, March 27.—Odessa, the 
great Russian port on the Black 
sea, has been occupied by Ukrain- 
ians under General Pawlenko, com- 
mander of the Ukrainan ‘national 
army, acording to information re- 
ceived by the Ukraining mission in 
Paris today. 

PEREKOP TAKEN 
BY BOLSHEVIK. 

Constantinople, March 27.—The 
Bolsheviki have recaptured Pere- 
kop, on the isthmus’ between the 
peninsula of the Crimea and the 
mainland and outbreaks have oc- 
curred at different points behind 
the lines of the Russian volunteer 
army. Members of the British 
mission at Novorossisk are reported 
to be embarking.

ENGLAND TAKE 
PROFIT ON WOOL 


(the Delaware legislature was in ad- 


‘Sixty Million Pounds 


Above Cost to Govern- 
ment Made on Re-Sales, 
and Colonies Share in 
Division of Net Proceeds. 


London, March 27.—It is estimated 
by some woolen spinners that the 
British government made 60,000,000 
pounds from the sales of Australian 
wool last year and thus far in 1920. 
Replying to charges that both the 
government and the Yorkshire spin- 
ners had made excessive profits, Sir 
Arthur Goldfinch, chairman of the 
woo! council of the ministry of mu- 
nitions, told a representative of The 
Evening Standard that it was true 


the government was reselling me- 


'rino and cross-bred wool from Aus- 


tralia and New Zealand at a price 
“very much higher” than the basic 
price at which it was purchased. 

“It was clearly understood.” he 
said, that When the wool was no 
longer needed for milltary purposes 
it should be sold at market rates 
and the dominions should receive 
one-half of the profit. Australia 
and New Zealand are clearly entitled 
to this. 

“The rise in wodl is confined to 
the more expensive qualities merino 
and fine cross-bred. Medium and 
low cross-bred wools are about the 
same price as in 1916, calculated 
in British currency, but calculated 
in United States, Dutch and Scandi- 
naVian currency the prices for such 
classes of wool are considerably 
cheaper than they were during the 
war, and almost the same as they 
were six years ago. 


“There has been a great run on 


{the finer classes of wool, which are 


now being consumed more rapidiy 
than they are grown, and a great 
rise in price was natural and al- 
most inevitable.” 

Yorkshire spinners say that they 
simply could not help making prof- 
its. “A spinner has nothing to do 
in these days but sit still,” said 
one, “and money rains in his lap.”

Robert H. Tyndall, national treas-

received from the National War 
Work Council of the Young Men's 
Christian associations of the United 
States a check for $400,000. With 
the check was a lietter from John 
R. Mott, general secretary, as fol- 
lows: 

“At the joint meeting of the ex- 
ecutive and finance committees of 
the National War Work Council of 
the Young Men's Christian associa- 
tian, held in New York, yesterday, 
I was authorized to send to you 
as the national treasurer of the 
American legion, the sum of four 
hundred thousand dollars ($400,000) 
on account of the gift of the Na- 
tional War Work Council of the 
Young Men's Christian association 
to the American legion, as reported 
to Mr. Franklin D’Olier by Mr. Wil- 
liam Sloane and myself in our com- 
munication to him under date of 
February 7, 1920. It gives me 
vpieasure to send you at this time 
our check for this amount of 
$400,000, 

“We indicated in our letter refer- 
red to above that the total amount 
of the gift would be approximately 
56C0,000, ~ We will send you the 
balance of the gift as soon as we 
have received from overseas the 
final audited figures on the canteen 
account. Our estimated figure of 
approximately $500,000 is based on 
cabled reports.” 

The ironey will he invested in 
safe securities pending the $for- 
mal appointment of the IT letcher- 
American National Bank of  In- 
dianapolis as trustee, the executive 
committee of the legion having de- 
cided that the money should be 
held as a trust fund,for a period of 
five years, the principal sum to be 
invested and reinvested, the income 
to be used for the benefit of dis- 
abled ex-service men or for work 
in connection with the National 
Americanism commission of the 
American legion, the donors having 
expressed this preference. 

The money represents a surplus 
from the operation of post ex- 
changes or canteens in France, 
which the Young Men's Christian 
association undertook at the re- 
quest of General Pershing, in con- 
nection with its other work for the 
American expeditionary force. It 
was the practice of the association 
from the outset, to make no profit 
whatever from this business, which 
during the war amounted to $37,- 
800,000. The association assumed 
whatever loss was incurred. 

On March 31, last year, this loss 
appeared to be $1,478,084.14 and was 
charged on the association’s books 
to the cost of operating the can- 
This cost included only the 
actual cost of the articles sold, in

Members of the American Legion 
throughout the country have been 
called upon by Arthur Woda, chair- 
man of the national Americanism 
commission of the American Legion, 
to submit a definition of “Amer!l- 
canism.” 

“In order to be as strong and 
helpful as possible, this definition 
should embody the ideals of a broad 
and representative group of mem- 
bers of the legion,” said Mr. Woods. 
“an effort on the part of our mil- 
lion members to define the. term

try to define the term so as to make 


clear both to members-of the legion , 


and to others exactly what it is 
that the American Legion has

port. We feel that a great deal 
of good might be accomplished gen- 
erally if we can adopt a defini- 
tion of this term. 

“The Americanism work of the 
commission as well as_ that of 
legion posts in many places has 
been carrieé on most effectively. 
One post has secured the active co- 
operation of the local labor unions 
in the Americanism work being 
undertaken by the legion. By out- 
lining to the labor leaders the le- 
gion’s Americanism program, not 
only was their active support se- 
cured, but a better understanding 
of each other resulted among mem- 
bers of the two organizations, who 
found they were working in entire 
accord. Another post had effected 
an organization of most of the pa- 
triotic men and women in the com- 
munity as a sort of auxiliary to the 
legion in its Americanism work. 

“Persons familiar with conditions 
tell us that one of the greatest 
Americanism problems exists in the 
small mining towns where so many 
foreign-born are congregated. In 
order to learn how conditions can 
be improved, it is necessary to make 
a careful study of these towns, and 
no organization is better able to 
do this than the American Legion.” 

The commission has sent Out ques- 
tionnaires to posts in the mining 
towns and where no post exists 
some ex-service men will be asked 
to help supply the information. 
Among the questions asked are the 
following: 

“What local organizations are do- 
ing work among the foreign-born? 
In what ways do they work and 
with what success? What opportu- 
nities have the foreign-born to learn 
about America, its opportunities for 
education, learning trades and bet- 
tering their conditions? Does any 
one explain to them the advantages 
of becoming naturalized citizens? 
Are there any night schools where 
adults can learn English? What op- 
portunities d> the foreign-born have 
to meet native Americans? Where 
do they meet to get acquainted out- 
side of the job? Do the mine own- 
ers or the churches provide any 
meeting places, such as community 
houses or parish halls? What kind 
of deal have the foreign-born in 
your town had since they have been 
in America? How do they feel about 
America; What can be done to give 
them a square déal if they have 
not received one? Do the working 
and living conditiaqns discriminate 
against the foreigner and make him 
receptive to preachers of violence? 
Housing and neighborhood condi- 
tions should be studied before an- 
swering this question, In what way 
do you think the American Legion 
can best promote Americanism 
work among the foreign-born?” 

Washington, March 27.—The ex- 
ecutive committee of the American 
Legion put up to congress the 
proposal to pay adjusted com- 
pensation to former service men 
and women at the rate of $1.50 for 
every day of service. 

This action reversed a previous 
vote taken by the committee which 
recorded thirty-seven states’ repre- 
sentatives in favor of the legisla- 
tive committee’s plan for cash re- 
lief at $1 a day, which was adopt- 
ed as a substitute for the original 
proposal of $50 a month. The com- 
mittee’s determination to boost re- 
lief followed a general review of a 
composite bill which the legion 
will present to the house ways and 
means committee Wednesday, in- 
cluding privileged land settlement, 
home-building aid and extension of 
vocational training. 

All provisions of the bill, except 
the award of cash based on the pe- 
riod of service, were adopted unan- 
Strong opposition devel- 
oped tonight, however, to the $50 a 
month plan, and by a vote of 35 to 
14 the demand was fixed at $1.50 
a day.

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IN SILVER IS SEEN 


Mines May Look For- 
ward to Unprecedented 
Prosperity for Years, 
Says U. S. Chamber 
Report. 


London, March 27.—Use of the 
Silver standard in Oriental coun- 
tries, coupled with the enormous 
commercial expansion now in 
Progress between the west and 
east, indicates that there is an im- 
mense shortage of silver to meet 
the demands of trade, says the 
American Chamber of Commerce in 
London. 


One result of this shortage, says 
the American chamber, is that 
American and Mexican silver mines 
may look forward confidently to an 
era of unprecedented prosperity 
for many years to come. Silver, it 
is understood, must also be found 
to back over $30,000,000,000 worth 
of paper money issues floating in 
Europe today, in addition to which 
America’s increasing volume of 
trade with India and China calls 
for almost unlimited supplies cf 
the metal, 

The United States and ‘Mexico 
furnish nearly three-fourths of the 
world’s yearly output of silver, the 
larger portion coming from the 
United Sates.

The United States Is said to be 
the one country in position today 
to buy silver for coinage without 
debasing its standard coins.

Dr. Broughton chose texts from 
two or three passages in the New 
Testament dealing with the home 
life and characteristics of Mary 
And Martha, the sisters at whose 
house Christ was so often a guest. 

He pictured Mary sitting at the 
feet of Christ, listening to His wis- 
dom and conversing with Him in 
her sweet, restful way, in contrast 
to Martha, continually fretting 
about the house and its order, as if 
she fancied that a man’s estimate 
of hospitality was made up of the 
quality of the meals and the scarc- 
ity of dust upon the furniture. 


Personal Experiences. 


Dr. Broughton told some of his 

ersonal experiences as a guest in 

ouseholds, and asked the people 
before him to choose between his 
picture of the worrying wife who 
always criticises her husband’s in- 
vitations to his friends and fréts 
about serving them, and of the 
wife who smiles and does her best 
to make her husband's guests imme- 
diately at home and comfortable. 

*“T have often been asked,” he 
said, “whether there is any real 
fire and brimstone in hell: of 
course, I don't know, but if I should 
find one man or woman in hell wor- 
rying and fretting about every- 
thing there, that would be fire 
enough for me. 

“T would rather have my bones 
consumed in the fire, clean of the 
flesh, than to be nagged at by 
many of the very good people who 
have the habit of nagging, even 
with the best intentions.” 

Dr. Broughton then carried his 
people a little further in John 
to the time that Martha had learn- 
ed to serve without worrying and 
enviously complaining of her sis- 


r. 

“She has learned the one lesson 
in Christian experience most need- 
ful from her sister and Christ,” he 
said, “and she found out where 
Mary had gotten her wistom—at 
the feet of Christ.”

I venture to say that 90 
per cent of the children in this 
house tonight have never heard 
their parents pray.”

|Shroeder Finds 
200-Mile Trade. 
Wind On Fligh 


Airman Who Fell Six 
Miles Reports New Phe- 
nomena of Sky Geogra- 
phy, Writer Declares. 


Washington,, March 27.—In his 
spectacular flight establishing a new 
aviation altitude record Major Ru- 
doiph W. Schroeder found trade 
winds of 200 miles an hour veloc- 
ity far above the clouds,-.press dis- 
patches state. The Dayton, Ohio, 
test pilot merely reported one of the 
new phenomena resulting from a 
study of the geography of the air, 
stimulated by aerial travel, accord- 
ing to a bulletin of the Nationa] 
Geographic Society. 

“While the chemistry and physics 
of the atmosphere are understood, 
the geography of the air is still 
practically unknown,” says Alexan- 
der McAdie in a communication to 
the Society. 

“We are aware that there are 
well-marked areas, zones, and levels 
in this inverted bowl; and, though 
we may not see them, there are 
mighty rivers, far surpassing any of 
the rivers of earth in volume and 
speed, rushing on’ for miles and 
miles, flowing vertically as well as 
horizontally. There are vast calm 
areas and stagnant pools; also chop- 
py seas and regions of great turbu- 
lence. 

“We are learning today that there 
are various layers in the air, which 
must be explored and studied be- 
fore airships can travel in safety. 
In flying, man will use only the 
lower strata, the cloud levels. Above 
all clouds are far-stretching heights, 
which, too, must be explored, not by 
plane and dirigible, but by the 
sounding balloon of the aerograph- 
or. .* 

“One might say offhand that there 
could be no geography of the air; 
for there are no continents, oceans, 
or visible geographical featgres in 
this ‘inverted bowl’ which we ecall 
the sky. Do we not look clear 
through the atmosphere up into the 
heavens and, except for passing 
clouds, do we not know that ‘there 
is nothing to be seen? 

“Job spoke of the ‘bottles’ of heav- 
en, and St. Augustine and others 
thought there were windows in 
heaven, and as these were opened 
or closed, so the rain began and 
ended. But that was long ago. Even 
as late as the middle of the eigh- 
teenth century the chemical nature 
of air was not known. 

“If the density of the atmosphere 
remained constant, it could all be 
compressed into a layer about five 
miles thick. In that case the high- 
est mountain peaks would stand out 
in space piercing the so-called ho- 
mogeneous atmosphere. But the 
density decreases with elevation, 
and when the aviator reaches an 


elevation of 10,000 meters he is in 
a medium which is only about one- 


third as dense as at the ground. 
There are no clouds above this level. 

“The greatest discovery yet made 
in exploring the air is that the at- 


mioroenh-w ra) “wt aete Th tween o an Yaw 
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ers, the lower extending from sea- 
level up to 10,000 meters, in which 
there is a steady fall of te erature 
with elevation. This is called the 
troposphere. Above this there is no 
fall. and up to 20,000 meters a slight 
ries. The upper layer is known as 
the stratosphere. 

“It is actually possible today for 
an airplane to rise from the ground 
to the bottom of the stratosphere. 
say about six miles:+in one hour.: If 
we want to explore somewhat high- 
er, say twenty miles, we install 
light instruments on a sounding bal- 
loon. 

“The intrepid aviator who tries 
to force his way at high speed 
against an adverse wind meets only 
with increasing resistance. But 
when the wind favors, then the 
winged airman spurns the slow fel- 
low creeping on wheels below. With 
accelerated speed he passes vve: 
moor, mountain, or sea; and, if need 
be, vaults over the clouds. 

“If the captain of the winged ship 
is not content with this speed, he 
has only to climb to upper levels, 
where the flow of the air increases 
to 30 and even 40 meters per sec- 
ond, and in this stream he would 
move along with a speed relative 
to the earth of 200 miles an hour. 

“These are not extreme values. 
In a stiff northwester which the 
writer experienced some years 
back, the wind blew for 72 consec- 
utive hours 7,565,000 meters, which 
is nearly 30 meters per second. 
This is equivalent to going 4,700 
miles in three days,-or twice the 
distance from Labrador to Ireland. 
The highest speed of the wind for 
any single hour was 164,000 meters, 
102 miles. For a period of about 
fifteen minutes the rate was 120 
miles an hour.” 


MORE NIGHT RIDING 
IN WEST KENTUCKY 


Mayfield, Ky., March 27.—The 
first outbreak of night rider trou- 
bles in western Kentucky in thir- 
teen years, occurred last night when 
between 209 and 300 tobacco grow- 
ers from the northern section of 
Graves county wisited the Mayfield 
tobacco chute and applied the torch. 

The renewal of night riding is 
said to be the result of the fight 
of tobacco growers of this section 
of the estate against the dropping 
prices of tobacco. Growers recent- 
ly agreed not to sell their crops 
on any warehouse floor. Recent- 
ly twenty McCracken county grow- 
ers, at the point of shotguns, forced 
several growers coming to Pa- 
ducah with their tobacco to turn 
back,

Lands Poor Man 
In Many Jails 


Briton Has Spent Savings 
Proving Alibis—His Dr. 
Jekyll Is Still at Liberty 
and Continues “Busy.” 


London, March 27.—Somewhere in 
England flourishes a brilliant 
scoundrel who is committing fraud 
after fraud in the name of Herbert 
Leslie Perkins, an impoverished 
herb seller of Wolverhampton. 

He is said to look exactly likes 
Mr. Perkins, even to a tendency to 
stoop, He dresses like him, has the 
same mannerisms and Voice, and is 
sufficiently familiar with Mr. Per- 
kins’ past to assume his identity be- 
fore acquaintances—but he cannot 
write like him. 

For this theft of his personality 
Mr. Perkins has paid painfully. 
has been ‘imprisoned five times, be- 
ing acquitted each ‘time at the sub- 
sequent trial. Four warrants are 
now out for his arrest, and a cloud 
of suspicion hangs over him that 
may result in other Warrants. His 
savings of $500 have been spent to 
earn his freedom, and most of his 


furniture and his wife’s keepsakes | 


have been sold to support his fam 
ily of six children while he has 
languished in jail. 

He was first arrested last October 
15 for fraud at Gloucester. Five 
days after his release he was again 
arrested and taken to Chesterfield 
in Derbyshire, where he was re- 
manded for trial on the declarations 


of four people that there could be, 
no doubt he was the man who had | 


defrauded them. Yet he had never 
been in Chesterfield before in his 
life. At the Derbyshire assizes he 
proved that on the day of the fraud 
he was at the Uttoxeter market in 
Staffordshire. Fourteen old specti- 
mens of his handwriting were pro- 
duced. None of them were anything 
like the criminal’s. 

The jury jpromptly acquitted Mr. 
Perkins. While his friends were 
congratulating him in the court- 
room a policeman pressed forward 
and arrested him for other alleged 
frauds. They dragged him off to 
Hull police station, Where Mr. Per- 
kins says he lay that night wonder- 
ing if he was “mad or only dream- 
ing.” In Hull he was again posi- 
tively identified, and he had to re- 
main eighteen days in Hull prison 
before his trial. This time he haa 
fourteen witnesses to prove his 
presence at various markets distant 
from Hull on the dates that the 
frauds were committed. “FE could 
have produced sixty witnesses,” de- 
clared Mr. Perkins, “but it took my 
last cent to pay the fares of the 
fourteen,” 

The operations of the “slick” dou- 
ble hurt the police nearly as much 
as Mr. Perkins. They have four 
warrants for his arrest for a num- 
ber of other friuds committed at 
Burton - on - Trent, 
Bristol and Leicester. These war- 
rants are pigeon-holed for the time 
being. The police are ruminating.

It’ seems Almost as ab- 
surd to suppose that the United 
States can cut herself off from the 
world. Nor do we believe she will 
do so, for the world must fight for 
peace or it will come again to war.

Corn Growers Test | Seed. 


Middletown, Del., March 24.—Corn 
growers of this section are de- 
termined that their seed corn shall 
be tested this vear. The average 
production of corn for ten-year 
period for Delaware is 32.9 bushels, 
which by most farmers is consid- 
ered too low an average. It is in an 
effort to securé more corn per acre 
that the testing of seeds is urged. 
Bxperiments have been made show- 
ing that one dead ear planted to 
the acre means a loss of about six 
bushels of corn, which at the pres- 
ent time means a loss of $7.80 per 
acre. The high school agricultural 
departments throughout the state 
are offering to test the seed corn 
for the benefit of the farmers.

Pianting Distances. 

The distances between rows and 
between plants in the rows depends 
primarily upon the soil conditions 
and to less extent upon variety or 
%ther differences. With 
in fertility and moisture conditions 


of stalks it can best carry per acre, 
venerally these conditions are 
related in that the more fertile soils 
have more humus incorporated ir. 
them and thus have better moisture- 
holding capacity wh,ie the poorer 
and thinner the soil, the les mois- 
ture it wil retain and the smaller 
number of stalks it is possible to 
carry per acre. Bottom lands, then. 
that have deeper soils, will safely 
support a thicker planting of corn 
than uplands, while good fertile up- 
land will carry more than the thin 
uplands. Lower lands have an added 
advantage, in that they not only re- 
tain moisture better, but that in the 
course of the season they often have 
the benefit of surface drainage from 
the higher lands, or in many in- 
stances of underground seepage of 
water from adjacent higher lands. 
Such lands are not suitable for the 
rrowing of cotton under weevil con- 
ditions, but make excellent crops of 
corn, or of “sorghum, or of sugar- 
eane and of other strong growing 
forage crops.

A good seed corn, say specialists | 
of the United States department of 
agriculture, is one that is adapted 


plants of a productive, 
is well matured, and pre- 
gerved from ripening to planting 
time in such a; way that the full 
Vigor of the seed will be retained. 

It should have been selected in 
the fall from the stalk, but if that 
was neglected, all that can be done 
now is to obtain a uniform type of 
seed true to varietal characteistics 
and that will grow. 

The mere fact that the kernels 
will sprout in a germinator is not 
the whole story. Recent experi- 
ments have shown that weak 
sprouts may be indications of dis- 
ease, that similar seed when planted 
is likely not to sprout and, if it 
does, will grow only a few inches, 
or, at least, produce a barren stalk. 

Corn that will come up but that 
will produce an unprofitable crop is 
worse than seed which won’t grow 
at all, because it fools a farmer intd 
wasting labor and land on it. Know 

hat your seed will do by selecting 
if yourself. 

Cheap seed corn may prove very 
dear: the seed corn that produces 
the best crop usually is the cheap- 
est. 

If you must buy sted, pay your 
neighbor a reasonable price for se- 
lected well preserved seed of a va- 
riety that has made good in neigh- 
boring field; but don’t pay a stran- 
ger a fancy price for seed claimed 
to give miraculous yields. 

Points on Preparing for Planting 

Seed. 

Seed ears should first 
and the kernels from tip and butt 
should be discarded from [the seed 
supply. The small kernels from the 
tips are less productive than the 
other kernels on the ear; the thick 
rounded kernels from the butts are

As the seed from each ear is 
found satisfactory and sound and 
free from poor kernels, it is poured 
into the general supply. and another 
ea r is shelled in the same way. It 
is much easier to pick out defec- 
tive kernels from a thin layer in! 
asmall sieve than from a large 
mingled quantity in a bushel pieas- 
ure or a bag. 


Rag-Doll Test for Seeds. 


The rag-doll method of testing in- | 
dividual ears of corn is one of the! 


simplest and most economical, and | 
is efficient, says the United States 
department of agriculture. 

The tester consits of a strip of 
cloth, preferably bleached muslin, 
61 inches wide and from three to 
five feet long. The cloth should be 
marked off into square sections and 
the squares all numbered. The ears 
to be tested should also be given 
corresponding numbers. Six ofr 
more kernels should be selected 
from different parts of each ear, and | 
placed in the proper section. ! 

When the tester is filled, fold over | 
each side so that the edges meet in | 
the center, roll up, and soak the 
tester for a few hours in lukewarm | 
water. Drain off the excess water 
and place the dolls in a warm place | 
for the seed to germinate. The | 
should be covered with a wet clotna 
to keep them moist. and in about!

Fitz Is Probably the Only 

Pugilist to Ever Hold 
Championship of Two 
Divisions at the Same 
Time. 


By E. C. Bruffey. 

Bob Fitzsimmons, the Cornishman 
who passed his early days in New 
Zealand and who became an Amer- 
ican citizen three 
years after com- 
ing to this coun- 
try, is probably 
the only pugilist 
who ever wore 
two titles at the 
Same time. 

Fitzsimmons be- 
came middle- 
weight champion 
of the world on 
Pthe night off 
March 8, 1893, 
and never surren- 
dered the middle- 
weight crown un- 
til knocked out by 
death itself. 
While yet middle- 
weight headliner, 
Fitzsimmons won 
the heavyweight 
belt from Jim Cor. 

bett in '97 and defended it success- 
fully against all comers for more 
than two years, when he gave is up 
to Jim Jeffries at Coney Island 
after a terrific mill of eleven 
rounds. 

The ring has shown few such | 

fighters as Bob Fitzsimmons. Never 

weighing more than a hundred and 

Sixty-five pounds—always carrying 

flesh at that weight—he never 

failed to meet all comers at all 
times or any comer at any time. Fitz 
was a native of Cornwall, England, | 
but when yet a lad went to Aus-'| 
tralia, probably with his parents, | 
where he remained until 1890, when! 
he came to this country at about) 
the age of 28 years. Fitzsimmons 
entered the ring first in New Zea- 
land, where he fought from 188 
when he was 17 years of age, up to 
the time he came to America. In 
all his battles in the Antipodes, and 
they were numerous, Fitzsimmons 
ecame off victorious until he met 

Jim Hall, an Australia, six years his 

junior, by whom he was vanquished 

in four rounds. Hall was 6 feet 1% 
* inches tall, and in his days was one 

of the cleverest middleweights the 

ring has ever known. Like Fitz- 

Simmons, Hall came to America a 

year later, then wearing the middle- 

weight crown of Australia. In the 
m@antime, Fitzsimmons had wrest- 
ed the American middleweight from 

Jack Dempsey, the “Nonpariel,” at 

New Orleans in ’91.

Immediately after Hall landed, he | 
began chasing Fitz for a meet. 
Fitz, ever ready, quickly accepted. 
The passing of the challenge and} 
its acceptance led to a great deal 
of newspaper talk about the four- 
round go between the two in Sid- 
ney, Australia, December 10, 1890. 
lt was printed that Fitzsimmons in 
accepting the challenge openly stat- 
ed that Hall had not whipped him 
in the Sidney four-sessions go, but | 
that he, Fitz, had by agreement! 
laid duwn to Hall and that he, Fitz, | 
used the money thus obtained to 
bring him to America in a hunt for 
fights,

brought before the West Hartlepool 
magistrates, chargg@ with disorder- 
ly behavior and “masquerading in 
men’s clothes, it was testified they 
were arrested on board a ship in 
port where their own clothes had 
been hidden.

The discrimination against snap- 
ped and bolly eotton begins with 
the spinners. Cotton of this char- 
acter “wasty.” No Wl wants 
cotton with too large a per cent of 
waste.

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CONFIDENCE IS VOTED 
IN FRENCH MINISTRY 


Paris, March 27.—The chamber 
of deputies today expressed its con- 
fidence in the government by a vote 
or 518 to 70. The vote followed the 
debate on interpellations on the 
government's foreign policy. 

During the discusion, Deputy Bel- 
let recalled that 125 American pro- 
testant bishops had declared they 
would never again shake a Frefich- 


man’s hand if France continued to 
take the bloodstained hand 
Turk. He deciared France could not 
leave the victims of the Turk under 
the domination of 
tors. 

Deputy Lenail vehemently de- 
nounced Prince Feisal, the recently 
proclaimed king of Syria, as men- 
acing the idependence of popula- 
tions of whom France was the tra- 
ditional protector. He said these 
populations had been martryized by 
the Germans. A letter from Presi- 
dent Deschanel, the deputy declared, 
had been found on a Maronite priest 
at Beirut, and for this reason alone 
His last cry 
was “Vive France,” which the crowd 
present at the hanging repeated, the 
deputy added. 

In his speech before the chamber 
of deputies voted its confidence in 
the government, Premier Millerand 
declared that France Was not con- 
nected with any idea of miltarism 
or imperialism; she would take up 
army only to defend herself..France, 
he said, had accepted many sacri- 
fices during the four and a haPff 
years of war. She had acted to save 
herself and to assist in assuring the 
security of the world. 

“But France would not be worthy 
of her deeds and her victory if she 
did anything to-counteract the re- 
sults of victory,” the premier con- 
tinued. 

“It is her first duty to. consoli- 
date. With the aid of our allies and 
use of our own resuorces, the 
world may be assured that France 
would. fulfill all her duties and will 
make her rights respected.”

A number of dis- 
advatages were incurred by the 
fact that the dance was. staged 
in the open air, which makes the 
sound less audible than in an en- 
closed space, the noise of the guest3 
tended to counteract thé notes of 
the music and the steel structure 
to some extent naturalized the cur- 
rent. 

By equipping the dancers with a 
head receiving set somewhat 
similar to that used by 
phone operators, the sounds were 
audible to the wearer at any part 
of the floor.

Daisy Ashford’s Book 
Presented On Stage 


London, March 27.—After a week 
of public rehearsals at Ramsgate we 
had the dramatization of Daisy Ash- 
ford’s famous “The Young Visitors” 
served us at the Court Theater 
last night. 1t waS a “sumshous” 
Gish, as fantastic as the orderly 
make it, amd steeped in such mystic 
mind of the ¥-yvear-old novelist could 
naivete that only grewn-ups- will 
like the flavor. 

Of course the quaint play will 
some day be seen in America—where 
the book has had an even greater 
sale than England despite the 
fact that many of the story’s incon- 
gruities are not so readily under- 
stood where there isn’t daily con- 
tact With earls and duchesses and 
princes and where everyone doesn’t 
know that the Crystal Palace and 
Hiampton Court were dreadfully 
messed up in the little girl’s mind. 
But America ~..o0uld.see this original 
company headed b¥ Edyth Goodall, 
producer, the Ethel Monticue of the 
drama and the discoverer of the 
book munuscript. 

As might be expected, first we had 
a scene showing Daisy Ashford at 
her desk, boiling with romance, 


en 


pet from which it cannot be moved 
except with the help of furniture 
movers. That there are na bal- 
conies or sleeping porches goes al- 
moSt without saying. 

The entrance to these flats is 
very simple, the corridors are finish- 
ed in white marble and the stairs 
which run around the elevators are 
to be carpeted in heavy red velvet.

Then there is a “Sec- 
ond Idea,” “ihe Gay Life,” with 6 
scenes; and a “Third Idea, “How It 
Ended.’ with three scenes. 

At Mr. Salteena’s house he and 
Ethel are living in unexplainable 
but pleasantly cerrect relationship, 
and she herself serves him with the 
breakfast egg which she announces 
she has “so kindly laid for him.” 
Ethel is not so. bizarre a type as 
Mr. Salteena: we can quickly see 
through her opalescent ingenuous- 
ness. But Mr. Salteena is a study, 
a “‘middle-aged man,” with fat legs, 
side whiskers, a sugary kindliness 
that quickly ferments into spells of 
petulance, wildly ‘impressionable, 
bustling, photographing everybody 
and everything in his queer mind's 
eye and regaling the audience with 
his descriptions. 

Understand that all the acting is 
done in all seriousness. This is no 
burlesque or harlequinade. It is se- 
rious drama with a 9-year-old au- 
thoress in command. Indeed th2 
spirit so woven and enmeshed in 
every scene is the dominating spirit 
of a 99-year-old producer. When 
Ethel “flits’ from a scene she 
does it as a serious child might di- 
rect it to be doné, with heels kicked 
high. But never once is there any 
clowning. 

The letter from Mr. Salteena’s 
friend, Bernard Clark, having been 
read, with its invitation to eome for 
a “stop,” and a request to bring the 
prettiest of his girls. Mr. Salteena 
inspects the gift top hat also sent 
along, a “scrumshous” purple thing, 
very elegant, and sits glown to 
write his letter of acceptance. He 


disturbing to the illusory witchery 
of the child's drama that Ethel and 
Mr. Salteena should themsa-lves push 
this hotse and ¢ab acro&gs the stage 
while they communicate their 
thrills of anticipation of pleasure t 
the “stop” to the audience. Their 
legs can be seen on either side of 
the fixed cab wheel, and Mr. Sal- 
teena, who is facing backwards, has 
to walk backwards. 

After the railway journey, with 
cows “flashing past” on a moving 
panorama, they arrive at Bernard's 
front door where Horace and 
Charles, the two ancestral footmen, 
heavily weighted with gold braid, 
take the luggage including Mr. Sal- 
teena’s spade brought along for him 
to indulge his passion for digging 
in the garden. Minnit, the pale, 
round-faced butler, greets them and 
majestically shows them inside, 
where (in Scene 6) they are brought 
before Bernard in the hall of his 
home. 

Until that moment Mr. Salteena 
had been the hero or dominant male 
in the story—a concession ¢in all 
probability to image carried 
about by the 9$-Year-old child of an 
oddity of an uncle who had plied 
him with good things to eat; and as 
the uncle recedes from his position 
as loving companion of . Ethel, 
straightway it is necessary to in- 
troduce good things to eat in nearly 
every scene in order that the su- 
preme pleasure of eating, which he 
had formerly suggested as Ethel’s 
provider, might remain/to the fore 
when their paths divide and he sets 
out to learn tg be a gentleman. 
In the aatlowrindl scenes of palaces, 
railway stations and hotels,.there is 
always a signboard, ‘‘Refresh- 
ments,” with a hand pointing the 
direction. 

Bernard Clark is a resplendent 
hero of a $-year-old girl’s dreams. 
He has beautiful long, thin legs, 
and wears with graceful elegance 
a suit of red plush, with stripes 
down the trouser seams, a wide red 
satin sash, and cream lapéls to his 
jacket. When his guests marvel at 
his possessions, he offhandedly ad- 
mits he has “several pianos,” that 
he has tea every day on gold dishes 
with two kinds of bread and that his 
several serving men are good fel- 
lows. He gives casua! introduc- 
tions to ancestral portraits (“ances- 
tral” is always cropping Up), and 
gloriously describes his house and 
its furnishings, including the bath- 
room’s tip-up basin. 

Scene 7, “The Two Bedrooms,” is 
another child’s trick in scenic ar- 
tifice. Two adjoining rooms are 
painted on a curtain, one purple and 
the other yellow. From holes cut 
in painted beds appear ‘the heads 
of Ethel and Mr. Salteena, who bur- 
ble with deligh at the luxury of ear- 
ly dorning tea. Then Mr. Salteena 
is called to his bath, to which he 
decides to go if it is the idear, and 
he informs Ethel that he intends 
to wash himself good. 

Back again to Bernard’s ancestral 
hall, we find Mr. Salteena immedi- 
ately setting out for Crystal Palace 
to learn to be a gentleman. _. He had 
had a serious talk with. Bernard 
about his ambition, and Bernard 
recommends that he consult his 
friend the Earl of Clincham. Minnit 
provides sandwiches for the jour- 
ney. and this considerateness is re- 
peated on three other occasions. 

Mr. Salteena jumps from a one- 
dimension train in the London Rail- 
way Station where attendants are 
dashing about like mad blowing 
whistles. Shortly afterwards Ethel 
and Bernard arrive, and engage two 
adjoining compartments at the 
Gaierty Hotel with which the sta- 
tion is connected. Mr. Salteena is 
next found outside Crystal Palace, 
then inside where he has his fa- 
mous interview with Procurio, the 
attendant in charge, and with the 
Ear! of Clincham, who for 42 pounds 
engages to make a gentleman of Mr. 
Salteena, The earl feels certain 
that he can obtain for Mr. Salteena 
the royal position of galloping along 
beside the barouche of the Prince 
of Wales when he takes the air in 
Piccadilly and Hyde Park. 

The next three scenes show 
Salteena in his bedroom in the 
“Lower Range,” Crystal Palace, 
where Procurio suggests that he 
wear a clean shirt and then prepares 
him for the breathless ordeal of a 
visit to Buckingham Palace in the 
company of the Earl of Clincham to 
attend a levee of the Prince of 
Wales; and, then the Levee itself. 
It had been explained that levees 
were parties given by the queen, 
but she was not quite well so the 
prince gave this one. A large sign 
beside the prince’s throne reads. 
“Notice. The Queen is Indisposed.” 
Mr. Salteena is announced as “Lord 
Hyssops,” and following the Arch- 
duchess of Greenwich, Lady Helena 
Herring, Lady Gay Finchling, the 
Far! of Clincham and other. notables, 
the First and Second Menials baw] 
out, “A duchess.” 

“How It Ended” quickly trans- 
pires. There is a river scene near

The other day at a meeting of the Woman's club of Bartow county, 
a woman read a paper describing how she had farmed successfully on 
a town lot, which indicates the farming industry is actually being 


brought to town. 


No conferences held by the women of the state are 


more interesting than the agricultural conference which the women 
of Georgia held even before the war of 1914. 

It will be recalled that the late Mrs. Nellie Peters Black, as presi- 
dent of the Georgia Federation of Women’s clubs, toured the twelve 
districts of the state and while she encouraged agricultural studies 
and pursuits among women, she urged upon the women of the cotton 
districts especially the advantages of diversified farming. The women 
of the state were among the first to create interest in a campaign for 


diversified farming. 


During the period of the war the subject of women and agricultural | 


life was made a part of war defense work, and Mrs. Samuel M. Inman, 
head of the woman’s war defense committee, accompanied the gov- 
ernor of the state and the state commissioner on frequent tours, 
when women were urged to attend the conferences which dealt with 
every department of agriculture, from the use of farm tractors oper- 


ated by women, to the last word in food conservation told by the 
United States food commissioner through Dr. A. M. Saule, of the 


- University of Georgia.

outgrowths of the interest which various agencies

. women to pursue farming and the industries associated therewith. 
And, though Georgia was confronted with.the amusing incidént of 
certain socalled progressive women urging that the women of the 
state be trained in agricultural pursuits, and at the same time fighting

coeducation, the higher spirit prevailed, and women were finally ad- 


mitted. 


The college. of agriculture was the first department of the uni- 


versity to declare a readiness to receive women as students, and this 
if the second year now that women have been studying the sciences 
of agriculture along with the male students in the university. 

Though Georgia may have been slow in giving her women certain 
educational advantages, Georgia women have for a long time’*been en- 
couraged and urged to study and see the advantages of the country 
life, the advantages women had on the farm, and finally the oppor- 
tunity women have in the study of agriculture in a state as richly 
endowed with agricultural resources as Georgia is. 

It is interesting to note in this connection that now other agenciés 
are at work in Georgia to promote agricultural interests among women 
and it is to be hoped that the new agencies will coordinate their forces 
with the more established ones, and that the result will be the women 
of Georgia among the front ranks of the women agriculturalists of the 


world. 


They have the talents, and have the ground to work with; 


the university to train in, and agricultural schools, and many kindred 


institutions to work through. 


Elsewhere in this department of The Constitution today, is a com- 
munication from Mrs. Lamar Rutherford Lipscomb, of Rabun county, 
Georgia, who is chairman in Georgia of the Woman’s National Farm 
and Garden association, which has high purpose in the direction of 


farming and gardening for women. 


Mrs. Lipscomb will find a ready 


co-operation in nearly every county in the state where there is a 
club or a school house, for school gardens have been very successfully 
pushed in Georgia, especially during the war, and the club women of 
the state, as has been said above, have had an active department for 
the promotion of country life and agriculture for many years. 

Mrs. Lipscomb suggests that women work for the development of 


products which they can exhibit at fairs. 


This, too, is entirely in line 


with the work the women:of the state have been doing, there being 
that department of the Federation of clubs which looks not only to 
exhibits from farm women «et the larger fairs, but their organizations 
and patronage in the country centers. 

In the work women are doing for reconstructién, every new sug- 
gestion and every practical work is welcome, but let women be care- 
ful not to duplicate work already being done, but rather that all 
women acquaint themselves first ‘with what is already being done, 
and then. with coordination of existing agencies, ad new and vital 
ones where they are needed—all working together. 

There is no movement which is more practical to women in Geor 
gia to work upon than this one, which stands for women in the pur- 
suit of agriculture, and women are being encouraged in it, from the 
rostrum of the university right down to the threshold of the smallest 
school and club in the smallest communities. 


Georgia Women Are Urged 
To Promote Agriculture 


Mrs, ainar Rutherford Lipscomb, 
of Jaqueline Hills, Lakemont, Ga.,

In Strong Appeal 


For the Armenians 


Edwin P. Morrow, governor of 
Kentucky, in making an official] 
appeal for the aid of the Armenian 
sufferers tells this story of them: 

“In the Near East, where the sit- 


uation is described as being the most 
desperate in the world, thousands of 
women and children are facing death 
by starvation and unless America 
sends aid and sends it quickly, the 
remnant of the nation that is lert 
will perish. 

“Not so long ago in Erivan, a city 
in Armenia, where thousands of the 
refugees congregate, a handsome 
young fellow in the uniform of a 
British officer was heard laughing as 
theugh he was witnessing a most 
laughable spectacle. Upon investi- 
gation it was found he had been sta- 
tioned near the Caucasus mountains 
after the armistice was. signed, 
where the suffering of the Armen- 
ians was most intense and had gone 
mad from the sights his eyes beheld. 
He had been able to Withstand the 
terrific battles where his comrades 
were slain until the trench from 
which he was fighting was filled 
with their bodies, but they had had 
a fighting chance. Not so with 
these poor, hungry, ragged, dirty, 
hopeless creatures who are looking 
to America for aid. The officer saw 
the helplessness of it all and lost 
his reason 

“The part the Armenians played in 
the war has been little known, as 
their victories were always report- 
ed as Russian Victories, but the 
Turks knew they were there and 
would never engage an Armenian

battalion unless they outnumbered | 
them at least two to one. Gen- | 
eral Ludendorff acknowledged that | 
one of the main reasons for Ger- 
many’s losing the war was inabil- 
ity to secure necessary fuel sup- 
plies. Turkey was delegated by 
Germany to capture the Caspian oil 
fields and the cities of Beku and Ba- 
tum hut#his endeavor was frustra- 
ted byw the Armenians, thereby 
shortening the war.and saving thou- 
sands of lives and millions of dol- 
lars. 

“The refusal of the Armenians to 
fitTht with Turkey against the allies, 
let loose upon these helnless people 
a crusade of torture and murder so 
diabolical as to be 
description. Over 4.000.000 of them 
have been massacred, the yvoune wo- 
men of the curvivors, 1.500.000, are 
stcrving to death, dragged into 
nameless captivity and dying by the 
theneands daily. 

“What terrible calamity will be- 
fall America for her indifference to 
the miserv of the women and chil- 
dren of Armenia. whose husbands 
and fathers fought for 
cause same for which 
own brave bors rave 
lives? Think of little children 
so hungry they crack the bones thev 
find in néarby grave yards and eat 
the marrow greedily. Think—and 
out.of the abundance God has given 
vou, give and+ give. not untit it 
hurts, but until it blesees.”

Study of Home Economics 


| e | 
Of Vital Import to Nation 


The women of the _ § federated 
clubs are urged to study home eco- 
nomics, and reminded of the warn- 
ing of the study on health, a 
nation’s best asset... Tney are re- 
minded by the chairman of the 
home economics department of the 
general federation that women are 
not now trained for this task, as 
is shown by the following facts: 

A. One third of the men be- 
tween the ages of twenty-one and 
thirty-one in our first army draft 
were thrown out as unfit physi- 
cally. When these unfit ones were 
studied by the children's bureau 
the evidence indicated their de- 
fects, for the greater part, were 
due to lackeof medical attention or 
to bad nutrition before they were 
six years old. This is the period 
charge of their mothers. It is 
reasonable to suppose that the 
greater number of these men failed 
to receive proper attention when 
children because their mothers did 
not know just what was needed. 
Adequate courses of training in 
home economics would have given 
those mothers: 

The ability to detect signs of 
illness and they would have secured 
medical attention at the time it 
was needed.

2. The ability to recognize evi- | 
dences of malnutrition in their chil- | 
dren. | 

3. It would have enabled them to 
buy and serve food to those chil- 
dren that would have given ade- 
guate nutrition and food health, 

B. Young children now are not 
properly cared for. The children’s 
bureau has recently carried on an 
investigation of the conditions of 
the pre-school child jn this country. 
As far as the results are discerni- 
ble, they indicate that*a very large 
proportion of the children under 
school age in this country are suf- 
fering from one or more forms oft 
physical defect which are either 
preventable curable. These in- 
clude defects of the teeth, the eyes. 
ears, nose and throat, bones, feet. 
and those associated with under- 
development and malnutrition, tor 
stunted growth. In this 
which is extremely 
numeroug, faulty feeding plays 4 
very corspicuous part. There can 
be little doubt that badly selected | 
food. and badly cooked food are} 
perhaps the greatest dactors. Here | 
the demand for the enormous eX- | 
tension of education in these fields | 
requires no demonstration.

To a simon pure 100 per cent American like Palmer a “red 
menace” has no terrors.* It is an inherited trait for him to deal 
with sueh a situation in a firm and effective manner. The Pal- 
mer family. from which he sprang came to this country in 1682 
on the good ship “Welcome” with William Penn, and the first 
thing they faced as the ship nosed her way up the Delaware river 
was the “Red Menace.” Red men swarmed the woods of the 
river’s banks for a glimpse of the strange craft, and these men 
were held more dangerous by far at that time, in their free and 
undisguised savagery, than the “red’’ of today, who cloaks his mur- 
derous creed under the garb of civilization. 

The Quaker company of the ship “Welcome” dealt gently but 
firmly with their red brethren of the woods and forests, and his- 
tory gives proof that of all the pioneers and early settlers, the 
Quakers, with their kind but firm methods, respecting and living 
up to their own moral code, made the best neighbors out of the 
Indians. 

And today, after a lapse of more than two hundred and thirty 
years, a member of the sect as the highest law enforcing officer of 
the nation that represents the greatest advance in the fofm of 
civilized government, is again making history. His methods, like 
those of his forebears, are kind but firm.

Palmer, during his service in 
congress, played an important 
part in forming and carrying 
into effect the legislative pro- 
zram which wrote int the law 
of the land the great measures 
which he challenges the repub- 
lican party to attack and repu- 
diate. He believes in that 
splendid roll of achievement 
and will make his race for nom- 
ination and election on the 
record. His position is made 
clear by his own words: 


‘TO WAGE CAMPAIGN 
WITHOUT APOLOGY. 


“The campaign will be 
waged without apology for that 
record and without misgivings 
as to our party’s capacity for 
for performance in future. The 
part which republican Jeaders 
have chosen to play is to crit- 
icize our methods, belittle our 
achievements, investigate our’ 
victories and deny our capacity 
to work out the problems of 
the future.

Palmer’s advent in public life, 
the awakening of his militint 
democracy and his desire to 
serve, led him to undertake 
what up to that time had been 
considered an insuperable task 
—house-leaning of the old bi- 
partisan democratic machine in 
his own state. y 

At th. time Palmer served 
his first term in congress the 
democratic state organization 
of Pennsylvania was little, if 
anything, more than a traitor- 
vus first aid society to the cor- 
rupt republican machine. The 
leaders sat outside the doors 
and waited for the handouts 
from the republican bosses, and 
‘vith practically no opposition 
from these renegade democrats, 
the republica: machine was 
able to iule the state with auto- 
cratic power. 

Sufficient it is to state here 
that after a particularly fla- 
grant piece of political treach- 
ery by the bosses of tie demo- 
cratic machine, Palmer called 
a conference of -his fellow-dem-

HE WON FIGHT 
FOR WILSON. 


Palm r made and won the 
fight in his state in 1912 fora 
Wilson delegation to the Balti- 
more convention. He went to 
the convention as a delegate- 
at-large, and his staunch sup- 
port of the candidate to whom 
the delegation from his state 
was pledged,. was the feature 
of the historic battle on the 
floor of the convention, and 
furnished the unwavering 
strength to the Wilson forces 
which ffnally resulted in the 
nomination of Woodrow WiTl- 
son for president. The men 
who opposed him in that battle 
came out of it warm friends of 
Palmer and earnest admirers 
of his fighting qualities. Pal- 
mer also went to the St. Louis 
convention in 1916 as a delegate 
and again supported President 
Wilson for his second nomina- 
tion by the party. He is now 
the retiring democratic com- 
mitteeman from Pennsylvania. 

President Wilson was anx- 
ious in, 1913 to have the man 
who recently has been aptly 
dubbed “The Fighting Quaker” 
as a member of his official fam- 
ily, but Palmer was not seek- 
ing public office. President 
Wilson offered him the port- 
folio of secretary of war, but 
as the Quaker tenets oppose 
war on humane principles, Mr. 
Pulmer held to his faith and 
declined the office as a peace- 
time vocation. 

However, he was not to be 
inactive when his country was 
called into actual war. He was 
offered and accepted what at 
the time appeared to be a pica- 


_yune kind of a job—that of 


alien property custodian. Pal- 
mer took it because it gave 
him the desired opportunity to 
swat a Hun head every time it 
came in sight. How well he 
functioned in that job is a 
story known to every Ameri- 
can. He rooted out the amaz- 
ing system of Hun: propaganda 
and espionage which had been 
deeply planted in the vitals of 
the industry of the country and 
‘as cerippling and impeding 
our own strength in war; 
traced and seized enemy alien 
property to.an amount of mor 
than $800,000,000, and effect- 
ively broke the strangle hold 
which the secret machinations 
of the German government had 
placed upon many of the 
most important war-making re- 
sources and activities of the 
United States. 

On fT.arch 5, 1919, a little 
more than a year ago, Palmer 
became attorney general of the 
United Stdtes. If his former 
job had been to swat the Hun, 
his new one soon developed 
into a frontline fighting post 
in which he was called upon to 
combat enemies from without 
and — within; to take up and 
carry pn the battles of the 


_ people at a time when the coun- 


try was at a low ebb of resist- 
ance in the readjustment from 
In 
these. trying times the true 
measure of the mar. was taken, 
and the course he has steered 
has proved an administrative 
ability that has won admira- 


tion and brought him before 
the public as one of the most 
prominent figures in public life 
today. 

Congress and the country be- 
came justifiably alarmed over 
the attempt on the part of the 
Red agitators and their follow- 
ers to provoke a resort to force 
and wiolence in furtherance of 
their reign-directed move- 
ment Moetrack the existing 
form of government in this 
country. Bomb outrages were 
attempted, and one of the 
bombs was planted in the door 
of the residence of the attor- 
ney general, but its premature 
explosion saved Mr. Palmer 
and members of his family 
from peril while the would-be 
assassin was destroyed. 

The department of justice, 
under directions of the attor- 
ney general, was safeguarding 
the life of the nation at this 
time, and congress, which call- 
ed upon him by resolution to 
tell what had been done and 
what was being done, was soon 
satisfied with the evidence of 
protective and repressive 
measures. But congress, in its 
disturbed anxiety, was called 
upon to consider some seventy 
bills to combat radicals and 
radical propaganda in this 
country. Some of these meas- 
ures—in fact, practically allof 
them—were extreme, having 
been drawn under the spur of 
circumstance and without due 
reflection as to their’constitu- 
tionality or whether they 
squared with the Bill of Rights, 


or consideration of the oppor- 
Aunity for abuse which they 
presented. 


TAKES FIRM STAND 
FOR FREE SPEECH. 


In some quarters it was 
charged that Palmer had ask- 
ed for this legislation and was 
trying to suppress free speech 
and gag the press. The facts, 
on the contrary, were that the 
attorney general could not see 
his way clear to endorse any 
of the proposed measures be- 
cause they did not sufficiently 
safeguard the people in their 
sacred rights of free speech, 
a free press and free assem- 
bly. 

The attorney general, at the 
request “of congress, prepared 
a bill which he believed, would 
provide an instrument for the 
punishment of criminal sedi- 
tion. In his appearance be- 
fore the judiciary committee 
of the house of representa- 
tives he made his position 
clear. 

“As long as last June,” he 
said. when the country was 
ringing with reports of vio- 
lencé perpetuated by anarch- 
ists and others who are op- 
posing the government in one 
form or another, I was invited 
to appear before a committee 
of the senate. 

“tT accepted and there made 
the statement that from what 
I had learned since I had -been 
in the department of justice 
more harm than good would 
come from very severe re- 
pressive legislation; that I did 


not believe it was either 
proper or advisable, much less 
necessary, to extend the pro- 
visions of the espionage act 
into peace times; that neither 
did I think it was necessary 
that seditious matter should 
be made nonmailable; but 
that I did believe the situation 
called for a simple act of con- 
gress making what I call, per- 
haps inaccurately, ‘the individ- 
ual advocacy of . sedition’ a 
crime. 


“The senate cOmmittee did 
not adopt my view, but finally 
reported the so-called Sterling 
bill, which went very much 
further than I thought it was 
wise to go, 


“This committee (the heuse 
committee) reported the Gra- 
ham Dill, which I think may 
pfoperly be described as being 
more drastic even than the 
Sterling bill. Ses 


“At the hearing» before the 
rules committee there develop- 
ed considerable criticism, not 
only of the Graham bill, but of 
all kindred legislation. 

“So far as that criticism was 
based upon the idea that we 
ought to be particularly careful 
in these difficult times in our : 
country to guard the guaran; 
ties in the bill of rights, I am 
in entire accord with it. So far 
as it was based upon the idea 
that these acts of violence on 
the part of anarchists and oth- 
ers in the country should be 
met by argument only, and not 
by the firm hand of a federal 


statute, I am in entire disagree- 
ment.” 

Palmer’s acts ahd activities 
while attorney general, like his 
record in congress, are open toe 
the world, and are generally 
known to the people of the 
country. He has been engaged 
on many fronts, with red revo- 
lutionists, Hungspies and prop- 
agandists, slackers, profiteers, 
food monopolists, coal famine 
and the high cost of living as 
the principal antagonists he is 
battling on behalf of the peo- 
ple, and is just getting into ac- 
tion. If the law is on the 
statute books and can be en- 
forced, Palmer will enforce: it. 
That is final.

Palmer is. young in years, as 
age is reckoned these days, and 
is the youngest man of- his 
years in Washington. He isa 
picture of robust manhood and 
virile strength. He thrives on 
work. Whehever he speaks of 
overwork and the need of a va- 
cation his friends and asso- 
ciates break into loud and heart- 
less laughter. Clean thinking, 
‘clean living and clean action is 
the secret of his eteral fitness. 
He knows enough -about the 
rules of health to give his lungs 
plenty of fresh air, to walk 
whenever opportunity presents 
itself and to take a turn on the 
links with his golf clubs. He 
doesn’t play par -golf, but he 
plays the game hard and gets 
as much out of it as any man 
who ever topped his drive, 


barring the free verse of pro- 
fanity. It must be remember- 
ed, however, that he is rot 
Stinted of secular vocabulary. 


Palmer was married to Miss 
Roberta Bartlett Dixon, daugh- 
ter of Mr. and Mrs. RoBert B. 
Dixon, of Easton, Md., im 1898. 
They have one daughter, Mary 
Dixon Palmer. Thé home life 
of the Palmers is just what it 
would be expected to be, the 
simple life of quiet, gentle folk. 
The pride of Mrs. Palmer's 
home is her old-fashioned gar- 
den. It is as exquisite as old 
lace and as reminiscent as the 
perfume of lavender. She 
spends her spare hours in its 
cultivation, and knows her

“STAY IN SCHOOL.” 


In an effort to check the defec- 


tion in school attendance, which 
authorities attribute largely to the 
lure of remunerative employment, 


a “stay in school” campaign of a 
_week’s duration has just been con- 


cluded in Springfield; Mass. 
The “drive” was prosecuted un- 


| der the auspices of the Springfield 
‘Teachers’ club co-operating with 
the Massachusetts child labor com- 


mittee, and it was conducted with 
a view to convincing parents of the 
desirability of keeping their chil- 
dren in the class-room to the end of 


their course, and to impress upon 
‘the minds of the children them- 
selves the seriousness of the handi- 


cap under which they would place 


_themselves by leaving schoo] before 
completing their education. 


The bureau of education, United 
States department of the interior, 
recently published statistics com- 
paring the wages of a group of 
children that had left school at 14 
with another group that had left at 
18 years of age. It is shown that 
when the first group hAd attained 
the age of 25 years the combined 
earnings of those composing it 
totaled $5,112, as against $7,337, the 
total earnings of those composing 
the second group when they at- 
tained the age of 25. The boy of 18 
started in at $10 a week, while the 
boy of 14 started at $4 and was 
getting $7 when he was 18. At 25 
the boy who had remained ir school 
until he was 18 was receiving $317, 
while the boy who had left his 
Classes at 14 was getting only 
$12.75 a week—which indicates that 
four years’ schooling between the 
ages of 14 and 18 adds $18.25 
weekly to the average boy’s earning 


| capacity.

WORK OR LEAVE. 

Commissioner Ed Bass, of Chat- 
tanooga’s streets and sewers de- 
partment, is on record as favor- 
ing the changing of the war-time 
“work or fight’”’ policy into one of 
“work or leave,” making law of it 
and then rigidly enforcing the law. 

Like practically every other of- 
ficial responsible for public work, 
every contractor, and every other 
employer of labor in the south, he 
is struggling with the perplexing 
Situation of having much,work that 
needs doing, some of it of urgent 
importance, but with not cough 
men to do it. 

In Chattanooga, as in Atlanta 
and elsewhere throughout the 
south, it is not a scarcity of avail- 
able laborers; for there are plenty 
of idle men, strong and husky and 
amply able to work. It is simply 
a question of the unwillingness of 
such men to do the work that is 
fairly beggfng for them. 

They prefer to loaf; and because 
the law and the authorities permit 
them to loaf the public suffers 
from the lack of willing workers. 

Commenting upon his inability 
to-recruit a force of men to do an 
emergency job of clearing a street 
following a recent storm, Commis- 
sioner Bass is quoted by The Chat- 
tanooga Times as follows: 


“We pay $3 a day for labor now 
and get about half as much work 
as we did for the $1.50 we used 
to pay. The men work three days 
for $9. instead of six, and loaf the 
difference. It is the high price for 
labor and the small aYfWount of work 
given for the money that is keep- 
ing the cost of living so hizh. You 
could go down on Ninth street and 


Pick up 1,000 negro laborers to- 
day. If they are out of money 


‘keep it, and to give an honest day’s 


they will work for a few days and 
quit. They don’t care whether they 
work or not, for there are scores 
of other employers who would give 
them a job. [I'm in favor -of a 
‘work-or-leave’ law.” 


The situation in Atlanta in this | 
respect is little different from that | 
in our sister city of Tennessee. 


This official is right. The able- 
bodied man, white or black, who 
is not willing to take a job and 


work for an“*honest day’s pay, 
ought to be run out of town, out of 
the state and out of the country as 
an undesirable citizen and an im- 
pediment to progress. 


SECRETARY COLBY.. 


With the senate foreign relations | 
committee’s reluctant and long- 
delayed o. k., Bainbridge Colby is, 
after all, secretary of state. 

It is to be presumed that during | 
the three weeks of its secret ses- | 
sions spent in “investigating” Pres- | 
ident Wilson’s latest cabinet ap- 
pointment, Mr. Colby’s qualifica- 
tions were carefully and thoroughly 
looked into; that his private char- 
acter, his record as a. practicing 
attorney, his public addresses and 
stump speeches of past political 
campatgns, have been raked over 
and intently scrutinized in the hope | 
of uncovering something to his dis- | 
Crecit. 

In that event, of course, the 
enemies of the administration 
would have been provided with an- 
other dart to throw at. the presi- 
dent.

“WEATHER” BY WYRELESS. 
The possibility of the develop- 
ment of wireless telegraphy to a 
point of practicability as an im- 
mediate aid to farmers is being 
thoroughly tested out by the Kan- 
sas state agricultural college in a 
way that commends it to the at- 
tention of the general public. 

As the experiment is explained 
by The Kansas Industrialist— 
The Kansas state agricultural col- 
lege radio station at Manhattan is 
sending out weather reports at 9:55 
o’clock every morning except Sun- 
day. If every farmer in the state 
is not receiving the report it is his 
own fault, as a ,receiving station 
costs only $35, and all he needs to 
do is to tell John to “tune in” and 
take it. The forecast is sent on‘a 
wave length of 375 meters, which is 
short enough to be easily “tuned in” 
on amateur sets. The report is 
sent at a rate of eighteen.words a 
minute, and is repeated at a 10- 
word rate. 

All that the farmer within ap- 
proximately 300 miles of ‘‘central” 
needs, then, to avail himself of 
this service—the tremendous value 
of which immediately suggests 
itself—is to install a wireless out- 
fit, at a cost no greater than 25 
bushels of corn; and learn the 
wireless code, which is itself a 
simple accomplishment. 

With the development of this in- 

novation, The ,Industrialist goes on 
to say— 
Farmers ..may soon be asking the 
college veterinarian by wireless 
what tofdo for an ailing horse, or 
the frantic farmer’s wife may be 
sending an 8S. O. S. to the domestic 
science department in view of un- 
expected guests for dinner. 

The practical benefit such a servy- 
ice would be to the farmer is at 
once apparent; and it is safe. to 
say that the suggestion of its ap- 
plication would appeal favorably to 
the farmer boys, who could safely 
be relied upon to attend to the de- 
tails of installation and daily oper- 
ation of the wireless apparatus. 

The country will watch with in- 
terest the Kansas college’s experi- 
ment, and if it proves successful 
the probabilities are that the future 
will see wireless regarded,as a 
requisite piece of equipment upon 
every modern and_ well-regulat- 
ed American farm.

Sir Charles Dundas, secretary 
the Association of Great Britain and 
France, announces that in Paris 
within two years there will be built 
the greatest Buyers’ exchange in the 
world. He says it will be ‘nine 
times the size of Trafalgar square 
and will cost more than $20,000,000. 
It will contain 5,000 shogs, the most 
luxurious club in the world for 
buyers and producers, swimming 
and Turkish baths, grill room, gym 
restaurant, roof garden. several 
lecture rooms, the world’s largest 
banqueting hall, etc. What is con- 
templated, he says, is the creation 
and operation of a veritable busi- 
ness city under one roof. He esti- 
mates there will be a floating pop- 
ulation of manufacturers, producers, 
merchants, buyers and necessary 
employees exceeding 30,000 persons. 
It is to be called Le Grande.Marche 
du Monde, or The Grand Market of 
the World. 


Paris has a somewhat larger pop- 
ulation than Philadelphia, but does 
not compare with it as an industrial 


center, Apparently Paris knows 
the worth of a Buyers’ exchange. 
So does New York. If one were to 
judge by the small attandance at 
the meeting in the chambér of com- 
merce Thursday night, Philadelphia 
does not, 

How much business does metro- 
politan Philadelphia do a year? 
There are no exact statistics ob- 
tainable, but if the nation does ap- 
proximately $75,000,000.000, it wouid 
be moderate to put Philadelphia's 
portion at $2,000,000,000. 

If a Buyers’ exchange would in- 
crease this business 5 per cent, that 
would mean $100,000,000 annuallly. 
Suppese you split that in half and 
say .2% per cent. or $50,900,000 a 
year. Clothing manufacturers, dress 
goods people and various others es- 
timate they would have an increase 
of 10 per cent, but they are opti- 
mists. 

But suppose Philadelphia’s bus!- 
ness were increased 1 per cent 
year, would a Buyers’ exchange 
worth while? Let us see: 

One per cent a year 
$20,000,000. 

Figure a Suyers’ exchange 
$7,000,000, which would be rather 
high, but put it at that figure.

Covenant Just and Un- 
just, According to Pre- 
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By Frank H. Simonds. 

Washington, March 27.—The fail- 
ure of the Treaty of Versailles on 
its second appearance before the 
Benate unmistakably closes for a 
time at least, the official phase of 
the debate upon the decisions of 
the Conference of Paris. By con- 
trast, as the question, temporarily 
at all events, ceases to be a matter 
of political controversy, it becomes 
possible to review in certain as- 
pects the problems raised by it. 


And at the outset it remains clear 
that now, as at all times, the para- 
mount question for the mass of 
American people is: What is our 
duty, what ought the United States 
to do at this world crisis, on the 
one hand as a nation having mani- 
fest obligations to its own people 
and on the other as a civilized 
country undeniably conscious of its 
responsibilities to a world in a 
state of chaos and misery? 


People in Debate. 


Now during all the course of the 
debate in the senate it is manifest 
that a far more impo®rtant debate 
has been going on among the 
American people. If political con- 
Siderations played some part in the 
debate in the senate, the real ex- 
planation of the result there must 
be found in the fact that among 
the masses of the people, with 
whom political considerations were 
of far less consequence, no real 
decision was reached, the people 
could not make up their mind on 
the evidence submitted to them in 
what direction duty led. In reality 
a “solemn referendum” was had on 
the treaty, between its arrival in 
the United States and the recent 
vote in the senate, escaping any 
emphatic or definite instructions 
from the electorate followed its 
own will. 

Now that the struggle is over, gt 
least postponed to another day, 
there are certain aspects of the 
question which I should like to 
present to my readers as represent- 
ing conclusions arrived at both as a 
result of presenc®é in Paris during 
the Peace Conference and continued 
residence in the United States since 
the time when the “Treaty of Ver- 
sailles was drafted in the French 
capital. 

Duty on Treaty. 


Like every other American I have 
been wrestling with the problem of 
American duty. Many of my read- 
ers will recall that in the period 
when the United States was still 
neutral 
and argued in favor of American | 
participation as a manifest duty. 
Personal visits to the regions smit- 
ten by German devastations, vari- 
ous visits to Europe in war and in 


the ghastly mockery of peace which | 


now prevails, have impressed upon 
me the greatness of the agony 
which still persists in Europe and 
the compelling need for American 
assistance. 

Nor can any political or partisan 
consideration really influence the 
judgment of those who have touch- 
ed personally European situ- 
ation as it exists in the present 
hour. Faith in or distrust of Presi- 
dent Wilson may determine the 
“opinions of Americans for when 
necessarily the facts of the situa- 
tion on the other side of the At- 
lantic must.be derived at second 
hand, but in the actual presence of 
these European conditions all per- 
sonal as well as partisan senti!-

ments must disappear. The suf- 
fering is too great, the misery too 
real to permit any other circum- 
stance to discount that of duty. 

In studying the European situa- 
tion and American duty, therefore. 
I have set at one side the argu- 
ments of selfish or even legitimate 
national interest. That it would 
be safer or more profitable for the 
United States to stand aside from 
all European conflicts, granted that 
this were true, does not seem to me 
a sufficient warrant for adopting 
such a policy. It is not a question 
of what is more profitable, com- 
fortable, satisfying for Americans 
| bug simply a question of what 
| America can do. 

Policy Not Periled. 


The fears that American sov- 
ereignity will be invaded, American 
liberties threatened, American poli- 
cies and interests compromised seem 
to me unfounded. When one has 
seen at first hand the impression 
left in Europe by, the temporary 
presence ,of millions of American 
soldiers and by the _ revelation of 
the material resources of the 
American people, this department 
of apprehensions seems wholly 
negligible. Rather the real ques- 
tion becomes—What after all can 
the United States actuaity accom- 
plish. 

Obviously there are three well- 
defined courses open. Since the 
war touched our national resour- 
ces little by comparison with the 
strain placed upon those of Europe, 
because our position saves us from 
any personal interests in any Euro- 
pean rivalries, because of the repu- 
tation for physical power won by 
our soldiers on the battle field, be- 
cause of the moral prestige earned 
by our relief workers, and in 
Europe the work of Hoover cer- 
tainly measured up to that of 
Pershing, the United States is able 
to speak with no little authority 
and its opinions, in part at least 
can be enforced upon Europe, be- 
cause of the financial, moral and 
military strength behind them. 

“Splendid Isolation.” 

Thus, with influence and with 
effect, we may choose for ourselves 
the role of arbiter of the whole 
settlement of world peace. Or we 
may elect to become the supporters 
of one of the several plans for 
world rehabilitation proposed by 
other nations, by the British or the 
French, for example. The only 
other course open to us is to re- 
frain from either of the foregoing 
policies, and aside from certain in- 
cidental interventions on behalf of 
peoples or principles, where the 
need is obvious or our national in- 
terest compelling, pursue a policy 
which has been described as “splen- 
did isolation’ when in favor and 
as “brutal egoism”’ when unpopu- 
lar. 

Now, examining each of these 
three possibilities in detail, what is 
the merjt and weakness of each? 
To take the first role: We may with 
propriety, since our participation 
has been asked by Europe, condi- 
tion our entrance into world ar- 
rangements and rearrangements, 
that is the use of our great and 
well nigh indespensable financial 
resources, upon the agreement of 
European nations to adopt certain 
principles and apply these prin- 
ciples in accordance with our views 
of the necessary bases of real world 
settlement. 

But to adopt this, course would 
almost inevitably mean that we 
should in fact have to use our 
financial resources as a club by 
which to compel certain nations 
to sacrifice not merely those ac- 
quisitions made as a result of the 
war, which might fairly be de- 
scribed as profits, but also those 
other acquisitons which represent 
for them matters of security and 
proper reparation. 

May Ask Sacrifices. 

We might, therefore, have to ask 
of the British that they surrender 
German colonies and at least a 
fraction of German shipping at the 
same moment we asked the French 
to reduce their demands in tne 
| matter of indemnity and _  with- 
draw their veto to the union of 
Austria with Germany. In the same 
order of reasoning we might have 
to ask the Poles to forego their 
@laims upon upper Silesia, while we 
should inevitably continue to insist 
that Italy give way to the Jugo- 
Slavs in the matter of Fiume. 

In making these demands the ‘sole 
purpose which would animate the 
United States would patently be the 
desire to abolish an economic chaos, 
resulting from the terms of peace, 
and by insuring the economic re- 
habilitation of Germany exercise 
the bolshevist devil. But obviously 
we could not ask any one nation 
to make all the sacrifices, The ships 
taken from the Germans bv the 
British are certainly as useful an 
element in economic rehabilitation 
as the French Sarre basin seizures, 
while the German colonies are no 
more and no less justly taken from 
Germany than other territories 
seized by other nations and at 
least one. of the colonies, German 
East Africa, might easily become a 
useful element in German economic 
development. 

Still to make a simultaneous de- 
mand upon Britain, France, Italy 
and Poland to give up, not alone 
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their bwn scheme of 
national recuperation, but also cir- 
cumstances in their own concep- 
tion of national security, would be 
merely to arouse instant and vio- 


and Warsaw. We have all seen ex- 
actly what was the result of the 
president’s demand that the Italian 
people moderate their demands to 
the extent of permitting ‘dom ag 
Slavia access to the sea. 

United States to Seek niin. 


Only by the drastic exercise of 
our financial weapon could we hope 
or expect to force concessions from 
the British or the French in mat- 
ters like the colonies or the union 
of Austria with Germany. Only by 
the deliberate proffer of our own 
financial resources could we per- 
suade the French to resign their 
claims upon Germany for indemni- 
ties, even if the sum of those in- 
demnities spelled the economic ruin 
of Germany. 

Above all, unless we pursued a 
course of even handed» justice to- 
ward all, unless we demanded com- 
mensurate sacrifices from — each, 
there would be an instant denun- 
ciation of the United States as, in 
fact, playing the game of one coun- 
try against another, consenting to 
gains by France or by Britain, 
while denying them to Italy or to 
Japan. But if we pursued a course 
af absolute impartiality, then we 
should incur the hatred of all, and 
not impossibly all would. in the 


end, be led to a common resistance 


of our course. 

Now, within certain limits, this 
conception was what President 
Wilson carried to Paris. Whether 
he advocated it well or.ill is im- 
material. This was the role he ac- 
cepted for his country. But in prac- 
tice he discovered two things; first, 
whenever he opposed a national de- 
mand unreservedly, as in the case 
of Italy on the Adriatic, he en- 
countered the passionate opposition 
of the whole nation; and secondly, 
when he sought to limit the policies 
pursued by a nation in the in- 
terests of security he was obliged 
to offer as a substitute the army 
and the navy of the United States, 
as in the case of France and the 
Rhine barrier. In the one case, 
therefore, the policy failed outright, 
in the other it led directly to a 
military alliance wholly outside the 
president's notion of the way world 
order should be restored or main- 
tained. And. on the whole, I be- 
lieve, at variance, with the views of 
a majority of the American people. 

Reeognizing the total failure of 
the first method, as disclosed at 
Paris, we may pass to the second. 

_No Second Cause. 


: 


Here ‘the question is simpler.

Such a course, however, leads in- 
stantly to the charge that we have 
entered itno an, alliance with the 
British to create an Anglo-Saxon 
hegemony of the world, and it must 
result in the close association ot 
continental nations to resist Anglo- 
American policies and purposes. We 
shall, by this course, avoid forcing 
the British into line with the con- 
tinent in resisting our proposals, but 
we shall intensify continental resist- 
ance and deprive our undertaking 
of a very large part of its moral 
authority. 

Once more the experience 
is supplies the proof of this. Be- 
cause we raised nv protest of a 
formal and lasting character agains hg 
the British acquisition of the Ger- 
man colonies, the larger portion of 
the German merchant marine, be- 
cause we permitted Britain’to ac- 
quire security at sea by the seizure 
of the German fleet, while opposing 
the French claim for Sarre coa) 
reparation, for Rhine barrier secur- 
ity, and vetoing Italian claims along 
the Adriatic, the continent openly 
declared that there did exist an 
Anglo-American alliance to make 
the world Anglo-Saxon and the Ital- 
jians, at least, appealed to the French 
to throw off American leadersh!p 
and join in a purely continental al- 
liance.

This, again, is a long way from ac- 
complishing our purpose or perform- 
ing our duty to the world, by bring- 
ing about a@emore tolerable settle- 
ment than that of Versailles or of 
perpetrating the more tolerable po- 
sitions of that agreement. 
Problems Unchanged. 

But if we do neither the one nor 
the other of these two things, what 
is there left for us to do? [Entering 
the league of nations will change 
nothing. It will merely mean en- 
deavoring to do one or the other of 
these things inside the league in- 
stead of out of it. There will be 
no change in national aspirations. 
The British representatives in the 
league will be no more, prepared to 
consent to surrender German coloe 
nies or German ships than were the 
British representatives at Paris. 
Nor will the French members feel 
less strongly in the matter of the 
Rhine barrier, the Sarre coal or the 
Austrian union. 

The problems will be the same, 
our single weapon will remain our 
financial resources and any attempt 
to employ this weapon Will encoun- 
ter the same resistance, protest, de- 
nunciation which attended the pres- 
ident’s course in the matter of 
Fipme. Actually many of the same 
men and all of the same national 
policies and considerations will ap- 
pear at the sessions of the league 
of nations which were present at 
the Paris conference. Nothing will 
be changed, save the scenery, if one 
may use that figure; people, prob- 
lems, difficulties, all will be identi- 
cal. 

Thinking over these circumstances 
during many months, I have been 
led to the conclusion that isolation, 
within certain limits, is the only 
possible policy for my country. 
Moreover, I am convinced that while 
the European nations continue to 
ask for American participation they 
are led by a total misapprehension 
of what that participation actually 
means. Quite naturally the English- 
man believes that American partict- 
pation means American support of 
British views of world order. The 
Frenchman must have the same 
belief. But if it be made clear to 
Briton and Frenchman alike, that 
America in the nature of things can 
only intervene in worid affairs to 
reorganize them, her intervention 
being upon invitation, provided she 
is free to annul all the eonditions 
of Versailles, to give Germany her 
colonies as Well as the Sarre, her 
ships as well*’as the co Krance de- 
mands, I am satisfied that both Brite 
ain and France would withdraw 
their invitations. 

Must Have Powers. 

If we are to be receiver for Eu- 
rope, we must have a receiver's pow- 
ers. But these are powers no na- 
tions will or can surrender to us, 
these are powers which, to attempt 
to exercise, is to invite international 
discord. I have never been an ad- 
vocate of the principles which the 
president endeavored to put into 
practice at Paris, but I do believe 
that it is a mistake to charge Mr. 
Wilson with the sole responsi bilite 
for the failure; in my opinion, the 
larger failure was that of the prin- 
ciples themselves. 

I have read Mr. Keyne’s book with 
very great interest, but the sub- 
stance of his comment is that Pres-

I know how the French felt in 


Paris, when we opposed the Rhine 
barrier, I know how the Italians felt 
and acted over Fiume, I remember 
the momentary wrath of the British 
when they discovered that the Ger- 
man ships seized by the United 
States would be kept by ws. I’ do 
not defend ow course, but the Brit- 
ish reaction reveals to me clearly 
the British reaction if we should 
Suggest the return to Germany of 
the ships taken to make good sub- 
marine destruction. British resent- 
ment over the Irish amendment to 
the treaty the other day is a later 
demonstration of the same basic 
fact. 
Views Are Just. 


As an American I see the justice 
of the British view, the French 
view, the Polish view, I understand 
the emotion of the Italian, but it is 
not less clear to me that there is an 
American view, that if America 
were asked to remake the treaty in 
such fashion as to save Germany 
from economic ruin, in the interest 
of world stability, and, if America 
undertook the task our representa- 
tives would have to demand: equal 
contributions from all. And it is 
exactly this which the British do 
not see, the Frénch have only begun 
to discover, and the Italians, having 
found out, are protesting against it 
with approximate violence. 

One might still feel that it was 
American duty to ineur world un- 
popularity, if in the end a tolerable 
improvement would be made, but is 
there any such hope? We did not 
compel the French to give up the 
Sarre or the Rhine barrier, we only 
bought them eff with the promise of 
our Military alliance. It was not 
territory they desired but security 
ape indemnity, we guaranteed both 

d they 3 ege to retire from the 
Rhine and the Sarre, if our guaran- 
tee proved sufficient. Not having 
offered Italy any quid pro quo the 
Italians have not even promised to 
get out, 

Reluctantly, very reluctantly, I 
have reached the conclusion that the 
United States cannot accept the re- 
sponsibility for world adjustment, 
that our country cannot safely for 
itself or profitably for the world put 
its momentary authority in the 
pathway of what other great nations 
regard as conditions essential to 
their existence, to their security. We 
cannot safely use our temporary 
financial strength to club the less 
fortunate ints an acceptance of a 
world order which we must guaran- 
with all of our strength, men 
and money alike. To attempt this is 
merely to undertake to do, for mor- 
al purposes, for legitimate and un- 
selfish ends, what Germany sought 
to do, six years ago, from the basest 
of motives, namely, to become the 
dominant world-power. 

Fail to Grasp View. 

Nor is there any present reason 
to believe that, given the will to do 
only good, we possess the prerequi- 
site grasp of European facts. Mr. 
Wilson honestly sought a settlement 
in accord with the demands of jus- 
tice, but he turned over the descen@- 
ants of the men who fought with 
Andréas Hofer for magica in the 
ayrol to an $ Italla domination 
without even raising “4 passing ques- 
tion. ASain and again our repre- 
sentatives totally failed to grasp the 
European point of view. Security 
in the mouth of a Frenchman or an 
Italian to them meant imperialism, 
yet from Caesar to kaiser the Rhine 
and the Alps have’ been for Latin 
and Gallic peoples the symbol of se- 
curity, while Americans, like Eng- 
lishmen, having been blessed with 
Security as a geographical incident, 
have invariably failed to recognize 
European desire to acquire similar 
security as other than evil passion. 

Isolated from European affairs 
we can only be within limits, hence-

forth. Aloof in the presence of 
their sufferings we cannot ever be. 


But between acting as the emer- 
gency arises and undertaking the 
regulation of the world with all-its 


frightful risks and possible costs—/; 


and I am not thinking of money, 
mainly, the gulf is wide. Nor 
would I have my country cross it. 
In that direction there lies, not 
alone failure but dangers beyond 
those which it s@ems to me any 
statesman has a right to risk for 
his country. 


I am aware that there is in the 
United States a considerable group 
of men and women who believe 
that the league of nations, itself, 
would automatically . insure the 
proper solution of the vexing prob- 
lems of conflicting national 
Stincts. But anyone who was 
Paris knows how small an in- 
fluence any so-called mora! in- 
fluence had in the presence of these 
national instincts. Whatever 
President Wilson believed when he 
went to Europe no one can mistaké 
the fact that he ultimately arrived 
at the conclusion that the element 
of force was essential to the main- 
tenance of the world system there 
created. The proof of this is set 
forth in a speech Mr. Wilson made 
in the conference when the Ru- 
manian and Jugo-Slav delegations 
were objecting to conceding tothe 
league of nations, or rather to the 
great powers in the league, the 
right to intervene on behalf of mi- 
in these countries. 
Guarantee Stands. 

In answer the president declared 
in terms that this was a small con- 
cession to make in view of the fact 
that both countries were to receive 
enormous territorial gains in tho 
treaty and these gains were to Le 
guaraneeed by. the documents in 
such fashion that if the treaty were 
called into question the United 
States would make its armies und 
flects cross the seas again. But 
granted that Rumania and Jugo- 
Slavia were right in the world war 
and deserved such American aja, 
which, by the way, they did not 
receive, can one safely conclude 
that they, or any other natiorts, in- 
cluding our own, will always bo 
right? Yet our guarantee stands, 
must stand. absolute or have no 
value. 


The president has been widely 
criticised for refusing to acec2pt the 
reservations affecting article tén, 
but it seems to me he was far movre 
logical than his opponents, for he 
had recognized, as most everyone in 
Paris did, that the one realiy !ife- 
giving element in the league of na- 
tions was the promise it contained 
of an American return to Europe 
with armies and with its financial 
resources if any nation echalleng:d 
the principles embodied in the 
treaty and expressed in terms of 
territorial -cessions. 


But how ean America safelv wun- 
dertake to guarantee any (turo- 
pean frontiers, some of which are 
just, some palpaby unjust? Guaran- 
tee them, we must, however, if we 
insist upon drawing them. [ho dif- 
ficulty with the league of nations, 
as constructed at Paris, lies in the 
fact that Europe saw ‘n it an old- 
fashioned alliance which included 
the United States, and Amer.ca saw 
in it a voluntary association for 
the improvement of wor!d condi 
tions. But in Europe we talked_in 
tones and demanded = concessions 
which could only repres2rt the ac- 
tion of an ally, prepared to pay 
generously for the cone?2ssitons @Obe 
tained. Literally we put our armies 
and our resources as the guarzrtee 
against all harm resulting from the 
policies we undertook t)? enforce. 
Europe accepted the guarantee and 
made the concessions in not a fow 
cases, but this was not -cuaravtee- 
ing world peace, but ontv the. Ver- 
sailles arrangement aguinst subse 
quent attack.

Two Views Clash. 

The simple truth seems to me te 
be that in the matter of the league 
of nations Europe was talking end 
thinking of one rhin:r ‘pe United 
States of another, and between the 
two conceptions there was a_ gulf 
at least as wide as the Atlantic 
ocean. President Wilson untlertook 
to compromise the two views, but 
the compromise conta'n2?d £5) mveh 
of European couzeptions as to te 
unacceptable to the Uni-.4 States 
while the senate’s ‘rejervations” zo 
completely eliminated tie Furvpean 
conceptions as to make it worth- 
less in Europe. 

But it is maintained that Europe 
is willing to accept the treaty with 
the senate’s “reservations.” The rea- 
sonis,I think obvious; the success 
European statesmen had in winning 
Mr. Wilson over to a consid-rable 
fraction of their views has not un- 
naturally inspired the hope that, in 
practice, the same result would fo)- 
low all American participation in 
European affairs. The resulting 
situation would be that we snh@pid 
be morally, not legally, commited: 
but this would still be a long Way 
from absolute freedom of action. 

In my judgment, if there is t9 be 
a teague of nations, any form of as- 
sociation, we shall have to begin 
over again and at the beginning we 
shall have to content ourselves 
with a far more modest foundation 
and proceed only sofar asthere isa 
common agreement on both sides 
of the Atlantic. In the formation 
of that association we shal! have 
equally to avoid forcing our views 
upon Europe and permitting Europe 
to press her own views upon us. As 
it stands, Europe has in fact re- 
jected. ours and we have rejected 
hers. This was inevitable, given 
the total difference of actual con- 
ception. And in my judgment the 
real league of nations will only he 
possible when not merely the United 
States and her recent allies, ut 
Germany and Russia as well, are 
able to participate In the forma- 
tion of such an association, tlad 
the league of nations come into be- 
ing now, with the United States as 
a partner, the result would almost 
inevitably have been the formation 
of a rival league of nations, with 
Germany and Russia as the main 
factors, with socialism in one form 
or another as the basic principl 
and events would march swiftly to- 
ward another world war between 
the systems of alliances.

S THERE one among us eho has not yearned, with a longing 
that searched the very depths of his soul, to look once on the 
features of the Christ, as those who lived in_his.time ¢: earth, 
knew and loved and reverenced them?

Part of the conclusion of a remarkable article printed in the Ameri- 
can JouMal of Archaeology, and written by the erhinent archaeologist, 
Dr: Gustavus A. Eisen, states that “a chalice was found at Antioch in 
Syria, with portrait figures of Christ and ten Apostles, datable to the 
second half of the first century A. D.” 

Just think of it! The span of 2000 years bridged by a spade! For 
one warm day in the year of 1910, a small band of Arabs were digging a 
well in the city of Antioch, on the Orontes in Syria. Exhausted by their 
labors in the heat of the sun, they were resting for a moment, when one 
of their number uttered a shout. His spade gave out a hollow sound. 

They all set to with a will, and came, before many more strokes, upon 
a score of underground chambers, that yielded the greatest of all the 
hidden treasure of the ages. 

Their eager: hands brought forth a bowl, whose thick coating of oxide 
hinted but dimly at the beauty and grace of their find. But on the re- 
moval by expert hands of these marks of age-long burial, the chalice stood

forth revealed not only as a rare object of art, but almost as a vojce from 
the grave, of the Savior himself, for he and his disciples are depicted to 
the life by the artist who looked upon their faces and transmitted them 
through his chisel. 

The inner bow! of plain silver, which has never been gilded, intrigues 
the imagination and loving wonder by its contrast with the outer covering 
or shell. For the latter, heavily gilded and containing not only the por- 
traits of Christ and the “Apostles, is laden besides with all the imagery and 
symbolism of the early classical art and the early Christian church. Its 
sculptured figures being appliqued on to the bowl, after having been carved 
on a sheet of silver, whose edges cut through, and the background re 
moved, left only the open work to be fitted to the bowl. 

All of this perfect artistry emphasizes only the more the simplicity 
of the inner cup. For not only is it plain, but in some places uneven and 
crude which ‘offers a fairly strong background for the belief that the 
outer work is of slightly later date, intended perhaps as a covering pro- 
tection to the cup, hallowed and worn down in part, by the repeated*touch- 
ing of its worshippers, and so sacred that to have taken advantage of un- 
doubted opportunity to alter or perfect its workmanship would have been 
deemed a sacrilege. be 

And if this cup has served to stimulate the creation of its outer cover- 
ing, then is it doubly sacred to us, for it has given those marvellous por- 
traits, the outstanding features of course, of the chalice. 

There are twelve grapevines each rising separately and zigzagging 
upwards, forming between them twelve loops or circular areas in each of 
which is a seated figure. The loops are arranged in two horizontal rows, 
one above the other, and in the centre of each of these groups so formed, 
is the figure of Christ, represented in one as a man, and as a youth of 12 
or thereabouts in the other. 

The Christ, with Peter and Paul, John and James, and those other 
humble men who believed and suffered and ultimately triumphed with him! 

What can be said of the portrait of Christ? This image carved in 
silver! How it lives and breathes the ineffable loving patience, his cer- 
tainty that all will yet be well ‘with those whose mastery over human frailty 
and weakness he came to insure! 

And those others! Not a stereotyped line in their faces, each one 
standing out, the character and temperament of the man clearly defined. 

Actual technical proofs of the authenticity of the age and portraiture 
of the chalice exist in plenty. : ) 

To speak of only a few: “There is not a single vessel of the form 
and proportions of the Chalice of Antioch, known after the end of the first 
century A. D.” But on the contrary, almost its exact prototype is found 
on coins of the middle of the second century B. C. 

Then the figures are all draped in the toga, the dress of the first cen- 
tury A. D., and discarded, save for notables, by the end of that century.

So the ancient city of Antioch, where the word “Christian” was first 
whispered, whose streets know the footsteps and the resounding word of 
Peter and Paul, the city beloved of Constantine the Great, and intended 
by him to be the centre of Christian worship in the East, by this latest 
offering becomes the centre for the gratitude of all the civilized world.

General Williart B. Haldeman, until very recently joint owner with Colo- 
nel Henry Watterso.p of The Louisville Courier-Journal, and since immediately 


after the close of 


the war between the states one of the most widely known, 
universally liked and successful journalists in the entire 
south, has recently taken upon his hands a work of love 
that promises to tax his energies more than all the rest 
of his work along side of Colonel Watterson, indefatigable 
writer for the last half dozen decades. 

Completing the Jefferson Davis obelisk, next to the 
tallest monument in the world, on President Davis’ birth- 
place in Christian county, Kentucky, is the labor of love in 
which General Haldeman is now engaged, and if all goes 


well with him that monument in which the entire south- 
land is deeply interested, will be dedicated June 3, 1921, 
the 113th birthday of the only president of the Southern 


Confederacy. 


Two monuments to President Davis stand today in the 
south, one in Richmond, Va., and the other in New Orleans,

both having been built by the ladies of the south, each 


practically by the ladies of the state in which they are located. The third 
monumenf, the great obelisk, now nearly two-thirds completed, is in the nature 
of a national marker to the historic character of the great man whose name 
and deeds it will perpetuate for all ages to come. 


It was Colonel S. A. Cunningham, 


a confederate soldier, editor of The 


Confederate Veteran, and a great admirer of President Davis, who suggested 
the purchase of the old Davis homestead located in Christian county, Ken- 
tucky, and the erection of the national marker to his hero’s memory. At the 
1908 reunion of the Kentucky “Orphan Brigade,” that historic command at 
Glasgow, General Simom B. Buckner, a brilliant confederate general, and a 
prominent Kentuckian in all walks of life, presented a resolution founded 


upon the suggestions of Colonel Cunningham. 


It provided for the acquisition 


of the old Davis farm and the erection of a suitable marking of the birthplace 
of Mr. Davis. A corporation was organized, of which General Buckner became 
the first president, but within a few weeks General Buckner’s failing health 
caused him to resign, and at his request General Bennet H. Young, another 
brave general of the south, became president of the Jefferson Davis Home 
association, the name under which it has been chartered. 

And from the date of his election up to the day of his death General 
Bennet Young worked zealously for the completion of the memorial to the 
memory of the president of the confederacy. 


OLD DAVIS HOME 
IS PURCHASED. 

During General Young’s administra- 
tion between nineteen and twenty 
acres -of land, covering the birthplace 
of Mr. Davis, was paid for, General 
Young assuming the entire obligation 
himself. Subsequently the men and 
women of the south paid back to Gen- 
eral Young the full amount he had in- 
vested on his faith in their devotion 
to Mr. Davis. 
who suggested the obelisk memorial 
as the most fitting to Mr. Davis, and 


the suggestion was ratified by confed- 
erates throughout the entire south- 
land. Jt is now much more than half 
completed, in fact, almost two-thirds 
done. 

S. F. Crecelius, a citizen of Georgi, 
a son-in-law of the late Judge Emory 
Speer, of Macon, an engineer and 
architeet of pronounced ability, and 
who laid out for the government Yel- 
lowstone park, presented the plans 
and figures selected, while Ernest Mc- 
Cullough, recognized as the equal of 
any concrete expert in the United

HALDEMAN TAKES UP 
BENNET YOUNG’S WORK. 


Though having retired to private 
life, General Haldeman did not carry 
his energy into retirement. Pulling 
his belt a nick tighter, General Halde- 
man sprang into the fray with the 
same life and determination to win 
that had marked his entire career. Ex- 
amining the books General Haldeman 
found he had practically an empty 
treasury to check upon, but that did 
not dishearten him and with grim de- 
termination to accomplish what had 
been the dream of General Buckner 
and General Young’s last years he 
essayed his new task full of confi- 
dence. 

General Haldeman quickly ascer- 
tained that over $100,000 had been ex- 
pended and that over two hundred 
feet of the 300-foot obelisk had been 
practically completed. These facts he 
made known to the association mem- 
bership and to the ladies of the south 
who have always been so quickly and 
sincerely responsive to appeals touch- 
ing the Lost Cause. Then he started 
work on the monument, again relying 
on the responses he felt sure would 
come quickly and in adequate meas- 
ure, and the work is now progressing 
satisfactorily. 

In advices to the people of the 
south General Haldeman asserted that 
less than $50,000 is needed for the ad- 
ditional one i feet and the com- 
pletion of theemiarker to the memory 
of the great southern leader and as- 
serted that a goodly’ portion of the 


‘sum needed was easily in sight. 
During the annual reunion of the 
United Confederate Veterans in At- 


lanta, General Haldeman submitted 
to a business session of that associa- 
tion his report on what had been done 
and what must yet be done to com- 
plete the obelisk. He recounted .fully 
the story of the Jefferson Davis home 
association, telling of its organization, 
of the work accomplished by General 
Buckner and General Young, of the 
work he had done and what remains 
to be done. Among. other things, 
General Haldeman said: 


HALDEMAN IS 
FULL OF CONFIDENCE. 

“I have undertaken the completion 
of General Young’s life-work of love. 
I take up this work as a duty I must 
perform. I found a bankrupt treas- 
ury and I propose, through your help, 
my comrades, and that of the women, 
the men and the children of the south 
and the blessing of God upon the work 
to bring it to a successful fulfillment, 
and to have the Jefferson Davis park 
a beautiful and fitting place for this 
memorial to the illustrious leader of 
the south, and the monument—a trib- 
ute to his memory—completed and 
turned over to the state of Kentucky 
within a short time.” 

General Haldeman is immensely 
impressed with the tremendous re- 
sponsibility he took upon _ himseif 
when he essdyed to complete the 
labor love his two illustrious follow- 
ers of the south’s great chieftain had 
inaugurated. But to the great work 
he has consecrgted himself with a 
firm conviction that he is destined to 
succeed, and that he will with the aid 
of the good men and women of the 
south, be able- shortly to dedicate the 
monument to President Davis. Talk-

ing with General Haldeman, while he 
was in Atlanta recently, I found that 
he had his plans well laid for a suc- 
cessful prosecution of his work. 

“T*hope and believe,” said he “that 
the amount necessary to complete the 
memorial and put the park in a most 
presentable condition can and will be 
raised before the expiration of the 
current year. Within two months’ 
time during the coming spring the 
grounds can‘be complete for the dedi- 
cation of the memorial.” 

General Haldeman, before the re- 
cent gubernatorial election in Ken- 
tucky, secured a promise from both 
democratic and republican candidates 
for governor that whichever might be 
eleeted chief executive of the state he 
would recommend to the legislature 
of Kentucky, which met in January 
last, the passage of a bill that upon 
the completion and dedication of the 
monument to President Jefferson 
Davis this memorial and the park 
would be taken over by fhe state 
and properly maintained for all time 
to come. 

DAUGHTERS OF CONFEDERACY 
TO THE RESCUE. 

“The Daughters of the Confed- 
eracy,” said General Haldeman, 
“have promised that each chapter of 
that organization throughout the 
United States will contribute twenty- 
five cents for every member of each 
chapter and from this source alone a 
sum of at least ten thousand dollars 
is assured. And do you know it fs a 
rather remarkable fact that after the 
daughters had made this promise the 
first check coming to me was made 
out in Boston? General. George W. 
Littlefield, of Austin, Texas, has 
given g contribution amounting to 
forty-eight thousand dollars and gives

us the further assurance that when 
the amount necessary to complete the 
monument is in bank he will add a 
contribution of his own of two thous- 


and dollars. In addition to this we 


have the pledge of two thousand dol- 
lars from a well known and promi- 
ent Confederate. To this amount, 
totaling eighteen thousand dollars, 
tnere will be required at least thirty 
thousand dollars more to complete 
the memorial and to put the park in 
proper condition to turn over to the 
state of Kentucky. 

“About a hundred and forty miles 
from the biithplace of Mr. Davis an- 
other great Kentuckian, Abraham 
Lincoln, was born,” says Géneral 
Haldeman. “In the da, : of our civil 
strife Mr. Lincoln was president of 
the United States while Mr. Davis was 
president of the Confederate states. 
We all know what the national gov- 
ernment has done with Mr. Linc )In’s 
birthplace and it is up to the people 
of the south to do st least that much 
for the great statesman and soldier 
who led the cause of the south. I 
prefer to make my appeal to. the 
masses for the thirty tuousand dol- 
lars needed and not to ms; e it toa 
few wealthy men, for I believe that 
the people of the great south will 
promptl¥ make respense and give the 
world full knowledge of their con- 
tinued love for the great president of 
the Confederate states.” 
NEWSPAPER MAN 
ALL HIS LIFE. 

All his life a newspaper man, Gen- 
eral Haldeman is widely known and 
highly appreciated throughout the 
country. When the w-~- between the 
states came on he - °-s a youngster, 
associated with his father, who was 
then editor and publisher of the old 


Jefferson Davis, only president of the Southern Confederacy, born in Kerfucky near the old Lincoln home and teared in Mississippi, from 
which state he went to the federal congress, the Pierce cabinet and the presidency of the Confederacy. The Davis obelisk now building on the 
old Davis homestead in Kentucky where Mr. Davis was born. The obelisk has reached the 250 feet point shown on the shaft. General Wm. B. 
Haldeman, of Louisville, Ky., president of the Jefferson Davis Home A ssociation, whose indefatigable work and loyal devotion have made the 
monument to the great chieftain possible. General Haldeman was for years one of the owners of The Louisville Courier-Journal. 
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Louisville Journal. The Haldemans 
were intensely southern and while the 
son joined the Confederate army the 
father was practically exiled from his 
home and his paper suspe: ted. Gen- 
eral Haldeman fought through the 


war as a member of t*e celebr ‘ed 
Kentucky Orphans Brigade... After his 
father had been driven out of Ken- 
tucky he went to Richmond, the 
capital of the confederacy, and was 
personally known to President Davis. 
Mr. Davis’ high regard for the elder 
Haldeman was shown when the 
president asked Mr. Haldeman to as- 
sume editorial direction of one of the 
governmental organs published in 
Richmond. This offer; howevcr, was 
declined by Mr. Haldeman. 

“I recall the instance,” said General 
Haldeman, speaking of the event. 
“My father told President Davis that 
he had been driven out of Kentucky 
because he would not edit his paper 
as others wished and that he feared 
he would not be abl: to do so even 
in Richmond.” 

After the war the elder Haldeman 
returned to Louisville and revived his 
old paper from the scrap heap. The 
son again joined his father in the pub- 
lication of the Journal. After work- 
ing a year or two he notified his 
father that he would return to college. 
The father tendered the son financial 
aid but was informed that it was not 
needed as the son had saved what he 
had been making. After the comple- 
tion of his college course General 
Haldeman returned to Louisville and 
to his work beside his father. Later 
when the Journal and the Courier 
were consolidated and the old Dis- 
patch absorbed, the Haldemans be- 
came associated with Colonel Henry 
Watterson in the publication of the 
Courier-Journal The association of 
the Haldemans and Watterson made 
a most happy and successful news- 
paper organization. During all the 
years the personal relation bet. een 
Colonel Watterson and the Messrs. 
Haldeman was of the most pleasant 
and harmonious nature. Few publica- 
tions in the country were held in 
higher esteem than the Courier- 
Journal, while no editor or publisrer 
was more generally admired and re- 
spected by their employees than Colo- 
ne] Watterson and General Haldeman, 
Only recently when they sold the 
paper to Judge Bingham both were 
recipients of expressions of the love 
and devotion of those who had long 
been in their employment. General 
Haldeman carries a purse presented 
by all of the employees of the en- 
tire office when he retired. 

“The Courier-Journal,” said General 
Haldeman, “had long carired a pen- 
sion roll and it had always  prov- 
en a good investment. It was never 
after Judge 
Bingham: had acquired the paper I ine 
formed him that while it was noze 
of my business I had always found 
that pension roll an excellent thing. 
And Judge Bingham very much to my 
gratification told me it would be con- 
tinued as long as he directed the 
policy of the Courier-Journal.” 

Always prominent in Kentucky and 
ever one of its most prominent men. 
General Haldemen has_ eschewed 
politics. At one time, when his party 
was badly split between two candi- 
dates for congress, he was tendered 
the nomination by both wings and 
that nomination meant an election. 
General Haldeman refused the com- 
mittee an answer until he could con- 
sult Mrs. Haldeman. That evening 
he mentioned the subject to her and 
while she gave her co. sent she casuale- 
ly remarked: e 

“Our home life has always been a 
highty happy one.’’ 

“That settles it,” remarked General 
Haldeman and the next day he de- 
clined the nomination.

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INSURANCE 


The Constitution today pub- 


lishes the following article by 
Colonel R. G. Cholmeley-Jones, 
director bureau of war risk insur- 
ance, with the permission of The 
American Legion Weekly, in 
which magazine the article first 
appeared. This weekly, owned 
and published by the members of 
the American legion, realizing the: 
great necessity for a broader dis- 
semination concerning war risk in-~ 
surance, arranged with Colonel 
Cholmeley-Jones to assist it in 
this work by contributing this 
most interesting and illuniinating 
article: 
The war risk insurance act will 
stand through all time as a monument 


’ to the far-sighted and fostering care 


of the United States government of 
the men who wore the fighting uni- 
form during the great war. At the 
time of the l-w’s enactment, some one 
aptly termed it “the most generous 
piece of legislation ever written on the 
statute books of a grateful nation” 

All of us who were privileged to be 
with ‘at splendid army of young men 
who carried our colors across the sea 
and through foreign lands to victory, 
and ho therefore vy at what im- 
measurable price that victory was 
wor, must feel that any Ic islation for 
the soldier’s good is not akin to gener- 
osity, but the merest act of simple 
justice. Nevertheless, wé cannot fail 
in admiration of that measure of pa- 
triotism which, with fighting not yet 
begun, looked ahead past the war's 
duration to victory 2nd the care of the 
soldier in time of peace. And such 
was the patriotism which brought the 
war risk insurance act into being. 

All of us can look back to the cease- 
less and high-tensioned effort which 
was exerted in every camp in the coun-

try and in every*camp in Europe, that 
no man in uniform be allowed to take 
to the “sub’’-infested seas or wait for 
the order to go over the top, without, 
not once, but repeatedly having had 
the opportunity to provide his de- 
pendents with the maximum $10,000 
government iz: ‘rance. 

It was a campaign which knew 


neither rest nor cessation. Insurance 
officers worked from reveille to taps 
and then worked far into the night 
writing up the records of the day’s 
work; or drove through the long cold, 
black night, across mud and slush 
where roads had all but ceased to be, 
that they might be ready to begin an 
early day at another camp. They wrote 
insurance ail the way from the farthest 
western training camp to the most 
easterly port of embarkation; they 
wrote insurance on transpo’ts, ct the 
ports of debarkation and in the receiv- 
ing camps in France; they wrote in- 
surance as near the front line trenches 
as any non-combatant was permitted 
to go, and when they could proceed no 
further themselves they sent blank in- 
surance applications into the frcnt 
trenches on the very eve of battle; 


they wrote insurance in the hospitals 


—they even wrote insurance for dying 
men, policies which the bureau of war 


‘risk has honored and on which pay- 


ments are now being made. 

The result of all this splendid and 
unselfish effort was that approxi- 
mately $39,000,000,000 insurance was 
written on the lives of more than 
4,000,000 soldiers, sailors and marines. 
More than 97 per cent of the men 
called to service took out insurance, 
the average policy being for nearly 
$9,000. Death awards have been made 
on 119,787 and total disability awards 
on 215 policies. The commuted value 


of the death awards is $912,012,211. 


Government’s 
Effort. 


yreat as was the effort made to 
write this insurance the government 
is making just as earnest endeavor to 
have the more than three and a quar- 
ter million boys who now hold gov- 
ernment insurance, continue it. Be- 
cause the government still makes the 
soldier’s best interest a matter of 
keenest concern, nothing is being left 
undone which might aid in hammering 
home the admonition: “Hold on to 
Uncle Sam’s insurance.” 

This insurance may be retained at 
substantially the present rate, the low- 
est rate for insurance ever made, and 
at any time within the five-year périod 
the present form of policy may be con- 
verted into any one of six standard 
policies such as are offered by com- 
mercial concerns. Under the law, in- 
surance which has not been converted 
into permanent form within the five- 
year period will be cancelled. 

The several forms of permanent in- 
surance Offered are: Ordinary life, 
twenty-payment life, thirty-payment 
life. twenty-year endowment, thirty- 
year endowment and endowment ma- 
turing at the age of 62. All expenses 
of the bureau of war risk insurance 
are paid by the government, which 
means that the premium rate of inter- 
est is the lowest which it is possible 
to devise. 

To be sure, the rate on the con- 
verted policies will be somewhat high- 
er than the rate now being paid for 
term insurance. It may be that many 
men just returning to civil life will 
not find it possible to pay an increased 
rate of premium. Taking that into 
consideration, the five-year period has 
been allowed, and the bureau of war 
risk insurance is not at this time in- 


sisting that discharged men convert 
their insurance into permanent insur- 
ance now, but merely that they con- 
tinue in force this war risk insurance, 


thus maintaining the right to convert 
at a later time when convenient to the 
individual finances. 

The present policies ma, be con- 
verted in any sum from $1,000 to the 
maximum $10,000 in multiples of $500, 
and a part of the present policy may 
be convertedeto one form of permanent 
policy and the remainder to another 
form. 


Liberal Ruling 
On Lapses. 


SO anxious is every one concerned 
that the way be made as eds, as pos: 
sible for service men to continue their 
insurance, that the treasury depart- 
ment recently issued a most liberal rul- 
ing on the matter of policies lapsed for 
non-payment of premiums. 

Reinstatement of lapsed war risk 
insurance is allowed up to nine ng@nths 
from first date <f lapse under the pro 
visions of the exceedingly important 
and liberal rulings made by the treas- 
ury department extending the rein- 
statement privileges after separation 
of the insured from the active military 
or naval service. The following sub- 
stantial summar. indicates how rein- 
statement may be made, and when 
physical examinations are required: 

1. Where the insured has paid no 
premiums since discharge: 

(a) If not discharged more than 
three montis, the policy may be rein- 
stated by simply sending.in past due 
premiums, provided the ins.red ig still 
living. No application for reinstate- 
ment or proof of good health is re- 
quired. 

(b) If discharged more than three 
months and less than nine months, in- 


sured must be in as good health as at 
date of discharge, and so state in his 


application for reinstatement when 
sending in premiums past due. No 
medical examination is required. 

(c) If insured was discharged before 
January 1, 1919, the insured may be 
reinstated at any time before Septem- 
ber 30, 1919, on the same conditions as 
in paragraph (b) above; namely, in- 
sured 1.ust be in as good health as at 
date of discharge and so state in his 
application for reinstatement when 
sending in past-due premiums. No 
medical examiaation is required. 

2. Where the insured has paid the 
first premium due after he was dis- 
charged, but has failed to pay some of 
the later ones: 

(a) Is less than three months be- 
hind in premium payments and in- 
sured is in as good health as when 
policy lapsed, and so state~ in his ap- 
plication, he may reinstate without 
medical examination by sending in pre- 
miums past duc. , 

(b) If more than three months be- 
hind and less than nine months, in- 
sured may reinstate, if in as good 
health as at the date when the insur- 
ance lapsed and s> states in his appli- 
cation and submits therewith a satis- 
factory report to that eff-ct to the 
director of war risk insurance from a 
reputable physician, cogether with pre- 
miums past due. 

3. ~YVhere the insurance has been for- 
mally cancelled it may be reinstated 
on conditions similar to the above: 

If the policyholder is unable to keep 
the full amount of war risk insurance 
he carried while in the service, he may 
renistate part of it from $1,000 up to 
$10,000 in multiples of $500. Reduc- 
tions may be made in multiples of 
$500 to any amount, but not less than 
$1,000. Premiums are due on the first 


of the month, although payments may 
be made any time during the calendar 
month. 


Premiums should be paid by check, 
draft or money order payable to the 
treasurer of the United States, and 
sent to the premium receipt section, 
bureau of war risk insurance, Wash- 
ington, D. C. 


Furnish This 


Information. 

The bureau of war risk insurance 
urges all discharged service men, 
whenever they write to the bureau of 
War risk insurance, to be sure to fur- 
nish the following information: Full 
name (including first, middle, and last 
fame) and complete address; rank at 
the time of applying for insurance; 
army or navy organization at time of 
applying for insurance; army serial 
number, if in the army, and the num- 
ber of insurance certificate, if known. 
If this is done, the handling of the mat- 
ter will be greatly expedited. 

Notwithstanding the reinstatement 
ruling, service men. must bear in mind 
that while they have the opportunity 
again to put their- policies in force, if 
the insurance becomes lapsed at the 
end of the calendar month, death 
claims will not be paid if death should 
occpr before reinstatement of policy. 
Premiums should be kept up to insure 
the safety of the policy, hence the 
slogan: “Don’t Fall Behind!” 


While these provisions are most. 


generous, and will provide opportunity 
for many men to reinstate who other- 
wise would lose the great privilege of 
government insurance, every man 
should make his best effort to keep 
his insurance paid up every month. 
Insurance once lapsed can be rein- 
stated only by the payment of al) past- 
due premiums, and, generally speak- 


ing, it is a much easier matter to pay 
a small sum regularly each month 
than to pay a much larger sum in past- 
due premiums. 

But, while insurance conservation !s 


a very large part of the work with 
which the bureau of war risk Insur- 
ance is charged, it by no means repre- 
sents all of the bureau’s work for the 
discharged service ‘men. 

The bureau provides compensation 
and free medical attention to all men 
discharged from the service and who 
by rea of their military service are 
not in fit physical condition to enter 
into gainful occupation. 

Just before the adjournment of the 
last session of congress a bill was 
passed which provided $9,000,000, 
which is to be used by the treasury 
department for the purchase and 
equipment of dospitals wherein sol- 
diers who are disabled by reason of 
military service will receive free 
treatment. For this purpose the war 
department has turned over to the 
treasury department hospitals at 
Camp Cody, New Mexico; Camp Han- 
cock, Georgia; Camp Joseph E. John- 
ston, Florida; Camp Beauregard, Lou- 
isiana; Camp Logan, Texas; Camp 
Fremont, California, and at Perryville, 
Md. A sum of $750,000 is to be ex- 
pended for enlarging and improving 
these hospitals, 

All men who during military serv- 
ice suffered. sickness, accident, or 
wounds which later results in disabil- ’ 
ity or death, but whose discharge does 
not make such liability clear, should 
undergo physical examination at some 
time during the year following dis- 
charge. After such examination, the 
case should be presented to the bureau 
and the right to receive compensation 
will be @etermined,

The mills must declare dividends 
in order to provide work. ‘ 


got their complaints or forestalled 
them with improvements vefore thgy 
were spoken—this is the plan fe- 
search has decided upon as the only 
solution. 

But how to get this personal rela- 
tion in great plants where six, ten, 
even fifty and sixty thousand people 
are employed? 

No manager of men that ever made 
his millions out of his factosies could 
possibly establish and maintain a per- 
sonal relation with that many work- 
ers. And certainly it could not be 
hoped for of a non-resident board of 
directors. 

America’s great captains of industry 
have indeed ground great fortunes out 
of such mills, but in times when labor 
was plentiful and comparatively 
cheap!

“Who is in charge of your employ- 
ment service?” was 2 question, which 
brought from Mr. Callaway one of 
his most significant statements. 

“The highest paid man in each mill 
corporation,” was his answer, thus 
revealing the fact that tha personnel 
manager has that position in the 
organization which befits the admin- 
istrator of the most important ele- 


tions that there is no possibility of 
community interest. 

“But we are all neighbors. Good 
wages get the best class of people. 
Their efficiency will root out the poor 
ones, and the efficfent are the class 
who stay. 

“Our turnover is lessening all the 
time. The ‘floating population’ is the 
night workers, rovers from mill to 
mill, who are never content to stay 
anywhere, and therefore never get 
beyond this temporary kind of oc- 
cupation. 

“In the older mills the labor force 
is almost stationery. 

“The chief use of our statistics is 
to find out through them what the 
mills, the people want. It is like all 
our equipment. Its use is the im- 
portant thing. And the most expen- 
sive equipment is of little value unless 
motivated by a real personality be- 
hind it.”

and the chance to earn something 
extra, help them to have their own 
homes, a cow, a garden and trees, and 
to be thrifty. When a man has his 
children in a good school, is making 
a good living, has good working and 
living conditions, a cow grazing near 
home, vegetables growing in the gar- 
den, fruit on his trees, hens that are 
setting, and money in the bank, you 
can’t prize him away.” 

Over at the school house a little 
later in the morning the superintend- 
ent of educational activities gave an- 
other reason for the good labor condi- 
tions, but it was just another reason, 
and not a different one. 

He paused when asked the same 
question which had been put to Mr. 
Callaway, and then he said: : 

“There are m@gny contributing cir- 
cumstances, but there is no doubt in 
my mind that at the bottom of it ail 
is the personality of Mr. Callaway. 
He can’t get personal contact with 
every worker every. day, but they soon 
know him and know they can f#ust 
him. He knows human nature, partly 
because he is himself so human, and 
he chooses the people who direct his 
activities, from superintendents to 
school teachers, for their human quali- 
ties, and so his own spirit radiates 
through them to the entire commu- 
nity. 

“These leaders live among the peo- 
ple; they know their. joys and sor- 
rows, their thoughts and their feel- 
ings. They know what the people 
want and why they want it, and so 
there are no misunderstandings.” 

BIG TURNOVER 

IN EASTERN PLANTS. 

’ The trip of inspection was under- 
taken as a result of some study and 
observation of the ways and means 


which are being devised in the north-.. 


ern and eastern centers of industry 
for the’ purpose of solving the most 
vexed problem facing the world today 
—the scientific and successful han- 
dling of the human element in in- 
dustry. 

The menace of the situation as it 
exists in the eagt is suggested in the 
fact that plants in New Jersey, Massa-

The New York papers, in their re- 
ports of the Industrial Congress, 
naturally made these reports as in- 
teresting as possible, and with the 
usual newspaper spirit, would gladiy 
have reflected the personality, as 
well as the deeds of the Congress. 

But of all the men of affairs who 
took part in the proceedings, the 
Georgian only was the man who said 
something that would make a “good 
newspaper story.” He made a con- 
structive statement, and he made it 
in a way so unique, so forceful, that

cotton mills are models of manage- 
ment, either on the side of preduc- 
tion or the handling of labor. But lI 
do mean, that there are mills which 
are the peer of any in the great man- 
ufacturing centers of the Kast, and 
in many respects we have the ad- 
vantage of them. 

“The class of the labor we have to 
draw upon, in the-first place, is the 
best in the world. The location of 
many of our mills—away from large 
cities—is another. The workers we 
get from factories in cities, for in- 
stance, of even in towns, where the 
factories is only an incident in the 
city or town, are vastly inferior to 
those that come directly from the 
mountains or the country. The East- 
ern mills have the corresponding dis- 
advantage of a supply that is not only 
foreign, and therefore strange to 
American ‘institutions, thought, cus- 
toms, but is tainted by the atmos- 
phere of the lowest type of city life. 
aml familiar only with rebuffs, that 
drive them into their shells, a well 
nigh impenetrable shield of suspicion 
and distrust.” 

Not every body knows—few South- 
erners even, that the South consumes 
in its mills more cotton than the rest 
of the country, or Central Europe. 


It is not likely, that these figures 
will be changed. There is every 
reason to anticipate that with the 
strides which mills like those of 
LaGrange have made, both on the side 
of production and labor, the center 
of science, both manufacturing and 
personrel, will find its equilibrium 
this side of Mason and Dixon's line. 

A significant indication lies in the 
fact that the big manufacturing plants 
of the East—those that employ ten, 
twenty, even sixty thousand people— 
are beginning to look towards the 
idea of many smal! mills, as the only 
colution of the labor problem in manu- 
facture. 

New inventions which will make 
power production cheap, so that the 


ment in manufacture, next to man- 
agement—namely, labor. 

“We believe in many small co-oper- 
ative plants, instead of the unwieldy 
organization of many thousands of 
men and women, which must neces- 


sarily become mechanical in its opera- 
tion. It is there that the management 
loses its hold on the worker as an 
individual, and the worker loses the 
sense of personal responsibility to his 
employer, a vague and impersons] 
idea.” 

Concerning the bonus plan which is 
a pro rata proportion shared in. by 
every worker in the organization, in- 
dustrial, clerical, and even the teach 
ers in the school, with special awards 
for special efficiency the question 
was put: 

“Your division of surplus profits is 
a wonderful thing when there are 
profits. But suppose there should be 
a falling off. Would you not anti- 
cipate from your workers a dissatis- 
faction when the bonus failed that 
would more than offset the. co%fera- 
tive spirit engendered in profit shar- 
ing years? What would happen if 
there were a bad year with no 
profits?” 

“We do not anticipate such a con- 
dition,” was the prompt reply. “Oor 
organization is on a sound basis. The 
goods we make are a necessity with 
a constant market. Our labor is sur- 
rounded by the best conditions. Pro- 
auction is at a reasonable standard. 
The- stockholders are drawing divi- 
dends. The workers are making good 
wages... We anticipate their needs, 
their wishes. They look to us for op- 
portunity to make a living. We see 
to it that they do, with something 
more, and every educational encour- 
agement to improve their standards 
of life. of health, of enjoyment. 

“This could not be in a great mill. 
where the workers must oftentimes 
take a forty-five minute car ride to 
reach their work, and where their 
homes are so scattered in many sec-

EDUCATIONAL PROGRAM 
IS NOT SELFISH. 

“Our educational] 
torether selfish either. 

“We. are not directly training the 
children in the schools to work in the 
mills, but we are training them in 
such a way, that if their destiny points 
in that direction, they will be good 
mill workers, and get the best there is 
out of life—health, happiness, and 
prosperity.” 

The director of the educational de- 
Partment exXpressed the same thing 
somewhat differently when he spoke of 
manual training in the school. 

“We are going to introduce manual] 
training as a regular part of the cur- 
riculum only when we deé¢ide what ix 
the right kind to introduce,” he said 

“We have a little bench shop here 
but our shop projects are based en- 
tirely on community problems. We 
don’t see any sense in educating al! 
children to be wood workers or cabi- 
net makers. Nor does it seem fair tx 
piace the prospect of the cotton mill-< 
as an individual future before all the 
children. 

“Since their youth is to be spent in 
the mill community, they are there- 
fore given special opportunity to know 
textile science.” and a pretty younv 
teacher, evidently in love with her 
work, explained that she began her 
lessons with a striving to picture the 
warp and woof of life. the weaving o! 
nature. and to translate it into term-*s 
ot life work. 

“All schools will some day. I believe 
be part-time schools.” saidthe educa- 
tiona director, “because that is 
lorvical thing. 

“The federal edueation board has 
taken a big step in the right direction

in its provision for boys between 
fourteen and sixteen, of the part-time- 
school, such as has been - installed 
here, where a boy can learn from 
books during his five hours in the 
classroom and learn from doing 
through his five hours in the mills.” 

_A striking example of the value of 
the system was afforded by the tall 
boy just then working at the black- 
board who is one of two brothers, to- 
gether holding down a “man’s job? 
while they are at the same time gete- 
ting an education. 

Their father had stated that he 
could not afford to have both boys 
idle, but he wanted them to be edu- 
cated. ° 

“That is easy,” said the educational 
director. And he arranged for the 
brothers Yo alternate, one taking the 
morning hours in school and the after- 
noon in the mills, and the other the 
reversing order. Together they are 
drawing a man’s pay, and each get- 
ting the education for a substantial 
part in life. 

“We are doing our part in the elimin- 
ation of illiteracy,” they said at La 
Grange, “but we believe in the greater 
efficacy of the education of the chil- 
dren, so that the future shall hold no 
illiteracy. 

“To refer again to our comparison 
of the selection of the cow. ‘Reg- 
tered stock’ is in the beginning, just 
common ordinary stock like any other. 
It reaches the registration stage only 
efter generations of care and healthful 
surroundings and the right kind of 
training. 

“And I believe,”. said Mr. Callaway, 
“that the mill people of the future in 
the gouth are going to_be as fine peo- 
ple as there are in the world. They 
have the right blood. Coming from the 
mountains of the country, they are 
untainted by suspicion. Besides right 
working and living conditions, they 
are being guaranteed an education, 
which is a cure for all things. The 
educated child becomes the man or 
woman not so susceptible to prejudice, 
to radicalism—again, our mill people 
are prosperous, just as industry in the 
south is. I hope great things of them. 


COMMUNITY SPIRIT 
IS ENCOURAGED. 


Above all, they are striving to en- 
courage in LaGrange the community 
spirit—the co-operative impulse whicn 
will make the children when they grow 
up, good citizens, wherever they may 
may live, with a sense of no obligation 
to their environment. It ‘is thus that 
they evolve, too, into great patriots. 

“The mill ownership.” said Mr. Cal- 
laway, “is just as much a part of the 
community as the workers. We feel 
that the funds we take out of the prof- 
its from production to provide equip- 
ment looking to the comfort and the 
health of the workers, they are en- 
titled to. Thev put in good work. 
They earn good wages. They make 
profits for thé mills. They are de- 
serving of good working and living 
conditions. 

“An instance of the success of the 
community feeling lies in the fact that 
first thrift clubs in any industrial 
plant in Georgia were organized in the 
mills of west LaGrange, and with 
large membership. 

“You see those fellows over there 
playing hand . ball? Well, that is 
obligatory of all the men for twenty 
minutes in the morning. They like it, 
it makes them feel-fine, and they do 
better work when they go back into 
the mills. They play on company time, 
but we know that it pays the mills, as 
wel] as the employees. 

“Our recreational work ts all de- 
signed to the same end. We want toe 
keep the workers physically fit, bee 
cause we get better results in the 
mills, and also because we want the 
workers to be happy. We are glad te 
assume a responsibility in making lIffe 
worth living to everybody In the com- 
munity.’”’ 

The recreation centers emphasized 
this, beginning with the auditorium in 
the school house, where movies are 
presented both for the children and 
the grown people. 

“We give our audiences a very mixed 
program,” said the director. “We have 
films that are purely instructive, but 
it does not pay to starve the imagina- 
tion and we supply fiction, also. We 
try to choose wisely, and we find that 
there is no demand for ‘Diamond 
Dick’ if we supply ‘Treasure Island.” 

The Y. M. C. A. building, built by the 
mills, is quite as attractive in appear- 
ance as a summer resort hotel, and 
there games are provided for every 
age, as well as an auditorium whiebs 
combines also a gymnasium and danc- 
There is special provision 
at the “Y”’ for the entertainment of the 
girls and the women employees of the 
mills as well as the men. 

Farther along on the same beautiful 
elevation, set in a grove, is the “Martha 
Washington” hotel, where the un- 
married women employees live, and 
recently the hotel has been opened 
also to couples. 

The tables in the dining room were 
set for lunch, with flowers or ferns on 
every table. The room itself is a 
most inviting apartment—a real sun- 
parlor enclosed in glass, and well 
heated in the winter time. In the 
summer, the glass can all be rolled 
back, and the piney air comes in with 
the fragrance of the flowers in the 
window boxes which outline the big 
room. 

The Benjamin Franklin hotel pro- 
vides for the unmarried men, and is 
similarly comfortable; with adequate 
provision of baths and showers. 


HAVE CHURCH 
AND NEWSPAPER, 


Much of the industrial service is in 
the hands of the Episcopal church. The 
clergyman who is the administrator 
representing the church activities is 
supplied by the mills a hospital build- 
ing, perfect in its appointment, but 
soon to be converted into a nurse's 
homegand to be supplanted by a new 
ninety thousand dollar hospital build- 

The educational work being done 

y the hospital is as valuable as its 
actual care of .the sick. There are 
comparatively no cases of infection, 
for instance, since even the children 
have learned that if they hurt them- 
selves, the thing to do is not to go 
home for amateur assistance, but ta 
seek professional treatment on hospi- 
tal hill. 

The nurses, with the social service 
workers, are a powerful agency in the 
establishment of the persona! relation 
between the worker and the mill when 
the worker first arrives a stranger, 
and must be acquainted with the ve- 
rious mediums the mills provide for 
his eomfort and assistance, and his 
induction to the co-operative spirit of 
the community. 

While the Episcopal church was tne 
first on the ground, other churches 
are now established the mills erec*#ng 
the buildings. and the denominations 
exchanging ideas and entertainmen‘s. 

“The Shuttle.” which is a newspe-er 
‘or the mill workers, is one of the 
most remarkable and most vital in- 
struments for the maintenance of the 
eommunity feeling. 

A woman, Mrs. Ethel Thomas. is at 
the head of it, and not only directs its 
policy and manages its business, but 
even writes fiction for it. Ome of her 
feats was the gathering of one thous- 
and dollars’ worth of advertising for 
the special edition of thirty-two pages 
in honor of the visit last October of 
the foreign delegation.to the World 
Cotton Congress. who stopped over in 
their special train at West LaGrange 
en route to the conference in New 
Orleans. 

Mre. Thomas was a mill worker—for 
fifteen years between the looms—until 
her fortieth year.

~OUTGROWING THE IN 


GROWING TOE 


By Mrs. Henry Symes 
F YOU'VE ever had one, you'll be 
wanting to know just how it is 
done. 

. If you’ve never had one, you 
should be preventively interested 80 
that you may be spared this ill o’ life. 

Mrs. John J. is an acquaintance of 
mine. The other day, happening to in- 
terrupt baby’s bath, I was invited to 
become a spectator if I chose. It, hap- 
pened to be nail-cutting day i was 
interested and watched closely. Yes, 
just as I thought, she was cutting 
baby’s pretty pink toenails just a& she 
had cut his pretty pink fingernails—in 
a nice oval! 

I came Away thoroly resolved that to- 
should speak to you about toe- 
Really an ingrown toenail is ex- 
actly as painful as a very bad tooth- 
ache. There are those of my readers 
who will not doubt me in the least, for 
they are those who have discovered 
that fact for themselves in the painful 
school of experience. 

first of all, do be careful] to cut 
baby's toenails in the proper way. If 
you will only do it right from the begin- 
chances out of ten he'll 
never have any ingrowing ones to 
outgrow. Never cut them rounded at 
the corners. Cut them straight across. 
own, if they are very 
tough and hard, rub a bit of heated 
olive oil over them before attempting 
to cut or file. There is this advantage 
in using a file rather than a pair of 
nail scissors; with a file you can shape 
the nail so that it is inclined to curve 
downward toward the middle. In other 
words, it will be higher at the corners 
than at the middle- just the tiniest bit.

| Buttonhole Lore 


HERE are buttonholes and button- 
holes—tirm and unsubstantial, neat 
and cvreless, 

The best way to make the right sort 
of buttonhole is to make use of the sew- 
ing machine for a part of the work. 

Outline the buttonholes upon the ma- 
chine, using a very short stitch and 
using the thread of the color the but- 
tonholes are to be made. Locate the 
end of the buttonhole farthest from the 
edge of the material Dy estimating the 
diameter of the button to be used and 
then adding to that about one-third of 
an inch. ; 

Beginning at the end farthest from 
the edge, stitch in a line perpendicular 
to the edge, to within one third of an 
inch of it. Then take two or three 
stitches parallel to the edge and toward 
the bottom of the garment. Then stitch 
back parallel to the first side of the but- 
tonhole outline. Just below the place 
where the stitching began stop your ma- 
chine needle. On removing the work 
from the machine cut the threads so 
that there will be enough fastened to 
the buttonhole outline to go _ twice 
around the hole which is shortly to be 
made, 

Next adjust the buttonhole scissors so 
that they will cut a slit just large 
‘enough to admit the button. Before 
cutting the hole, however, pull thru to 
the right side of the garment the two 
under machine threads, 

(To serve as a guide in knowing how 
long ends it will be necessary to leave, 
note that for buttonholes less than an 
inch in length vou will need two feet of 
thread in your needle.) 

Holding the material right side up, 
with the left hand insert the needle in 
the end of the slit where the four 
threads come thru and draw the needle 
thread up from below, leaving its end 
about the length of the others. This 
will give you five threads over which to 
work the buttonhole, thus giving you a 
“firm foundation.” 

Pull the five threads out so that their 
ends reach over the edge of the inate- 
rial. Then, holding them in place’ thus 
with the fingers of the left hand. but- 
tonhole the top edge of the slit. 

There is a lot in Knowing just how tv 
pull the thread thru. Each time you 
draw the needle thru, swing it slizhtlyv 
toward you in Such a manner that the 
thread from the completed stitch lies 
across the open slit, curled toward the 
unfinished end of the hole, then back 
toward the worker, above the = slit. 

\Vvhen you take the next stitch, there 
is the buttonhole purl perfectly made. 

“~ the lower edge of the buttonhole 
just the same as the upper, and on 
reaching the farthest end cut off the 
five threads that protrude. Work three 
or four blanket stitches the width of tne 
buttonhole, and firmly fasten the thread 
on the under side. 

As for making the buttonholes equal 
distances apart—here are two good 
ways. Keep a small pencil tied to your 
buttonhole scissors by a narrow ribbon 
on which you have marked off five 

inches in indelible ink, just like a tape 
measure. Or, yuu might save the nar- 
row strip of paper that separates rib- 
bon in the bolt. This you can fold into

of this design, you will work the whole 
of it close or solid. Then fancy it, 
will vou, in that scheme against a navy 
blue peanut straw or a tan leather hat? 

Another pretty floral scheme for raffia 
embroidery is the daisy. Worked in yel- 
low and white, or yellow and brown, 
this motif is particularly effective when 
the daisy centers are so stitched that 
their ends come on the outside. These 
are clipped off about one-half inch long 
and result in a very clever imitation 
of the stamens of the natural flowers. 
Most any embroidery pattern will an- 
swer for this. 

But to get on to that wee motif 
that so instantly lends itself to such 
variety and such effective repetition, 


here is not embroidery in the common-. 


ly accepted sense, but couching. The 
motif goes like any other spiral; it has 
a ‘‘start’’ which is its center, and it 
grows around that start, being couched 
on with silk o®wool to ‘‘stay’’ it.

On a sports hat, this motif applied 
in a conventiona] design is especially 
good. A Greek pattern like that used 
in the smaller drawing, or again, like 
thé photographed hat where wooden 
bead clusters are used instead of raffia 
spirals, offers one plan for making use 
of the wee design. Picture it worked 
up in a scheme of black, Egyptian red, 
jade and amber on the background of 
a gray peanut straw. All of which 
ought to result in a color scheme 
adaptable to a variety of costumes. 

Another less varied combination is the 
eminently smart one of navy blue and 
French gray, and navy-colored raffia 
applied in this combination of the 
spiral and the wall-of-Troy motifs to 
an all-gray hat would be ever so at- 
tractive. 

Keeping to the same design, you 
might on a henna-colored hat do some- 
thing startlingly pretty with jade raffia

NEW CURTAININ 


Y THE time one has one’s cur- 
B tains up, one doesn't always feel 

that overdrapes can be afforded. 
Yet they are so important in the scheme 
of a room and add such a pieasing note 
of color—providing, of course, that they 
are properly chosen. 

But, perhaps, if you knew that you 
need not use silk, that some of the 
homely materials lend themselves beau- 
tifully for overhangings, you would be 
able to afford them. 

Well, let us consider the newer mate- 
riais of which overdrapes are made. 
There is galatea. A galatea overdrape 
with several rows of hemstitching 
across the bottom, with applique ap- 
plied as a border, or with narrow 
satin ribbons sewed across the bottom 
to form a border, constitute some of 
the ways in which galatea curtains 
may be dressed up to give the room a 
colorful touch which will be at the 
same time perfectly decorative. 

You might use orange, blue and brown 
hemstitching upon a gold-colored cur- 
tain of galatea. Upon an orchid cur- 
tain you could use turquvise blue rib- 
bons in parallel rows across the bot- 
tom. ¥ 

After the same manher you might use 
Japanese crepe. <A pair of lavender 
curtains for a bedroom might use hem- 
stitching in" pale green, pink and yel- 
low. Upon a pair of brown overdrapc : 
for your living room, you could use hem- 
stitching in vellow, tan and burnt or- 
ange. Old blue curtains with several 
rows of orange link stitching would be 
most attractive, providing, of course, 
that as in all other cases, the decorat- 


ing scheme of the toom happens to fit in 

Wit the colors suggested. 

Two other color schemes which* would 
develop very well for boudoir curtains in 
either galatea, crepe or sateen are yel- 
loW and blue upon clover, or sage green 
and lavender upon a reddish rose. 

Another curtaining which very well 
lends itself to living-room use is cot- 
ton gabardine. For instance, you might 
use a gray with a border formed by 
lick stitching of worsted in clover and 
smcke blue, Yellow rose and black 
might be used similarly upon gray. 

Anc then most surprising of all, you 
can use Turkish toweling for over- 
drapes. With all the inexpensive and 
“asy ways of dyeing these days, it is a 
very simple matter to dye Turkish 
toweling to exactly the shade required 
to go well with the room.: 

You can buy Turkish toweling by the 
yard or by the boit. Dark and rich 
colors can be secured with tinting soaps 
and powders just as successfully as 
the pastel shades. Suppose, for instance, 
you dye your toweling an old-gold. Bind 
the edges with an olive green satin 
ribbon and the etiect is most satisfy - 
ing. Or you might dye your toweling 
mulberry and give them a light green 
binding with several rows of green 
hemstitching to serve for a_ border. 
Blue ones may be finished with a dull 
gold braid or even with gold galoon. 

This material lends i:self very well 
to the applique mentioned above. For 
instance, suppose upon old blue cur- 
tains you applique squares of tapes- 
try binding them with galoon in bronze. 
Can't you see how effective this would

One very charming model on broad 
sailor lines was a symphony in rose 
peanut straw with one or two em- 
broidered raffia roses as the principal 
decoration. Further decoration was 
supplied by a three-inch~ hemstitched 
georgette scarf of pink, draped loosely 
from the center front of the crown to 
the back where it bowed itself loosely 
off the brim. Raffia embroidery in rose 
motifs held the scarf in place at the 
front of the crown. 
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be? Either squares, circles or diamonds 
can be used for the shape of the ap- 
pliqued pieces of tapestry.
